An act to regulate the practice of Pharmacy in the State of Illinois, approved 
and in force July 1, 1881. Amended^ approved, and in force July 1, 1887, 
Amended, approved, and in force July 1, 1889. 

Section 1. Beit enacted by the People of the State oflUinoia, represented 
in the General Asserribly, That it shall not be lawful for any person, other 
than a registered pharmacist, to retail, compound, or dispense drugs, 
medicines, or poisons, or to open and conduct any pharmacy or store 
for retailing, compounding, or dispensing drugs, medicines, or poisons, 
unless such person shall be, or shall employ and place in charge of said 
pharmacy or store, a registered pharmacist, within the meaning of 
this act, except as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. Any person shall be entitled to be registered as a regis- 
tered pharmacist, within the meaning of this act, who shall be a licen- 
tiate in pharmacy, or shall furnish satisfactory evidence to the State 
Board of Pharmacy that he has had five years' practical experience 
in compounding drugs in a drug store or pharmacy, where the pre- 
scriptions of medical practitioners are compounded. The said board 
shall have the right to refuse registration to applicants whose exam- 
ination or credentials are not satisfactory evidence of their compe- 
tency. This provision shall also apply to the registration of assistant 
pharmacists hereinafter mentioned. (As amended by act approved 
June 4, 1889; in force July 1, 1889.) 

Sec. 3. Graduates in pharmacy must be such persons as have had 
four years' practical experience in drug stores where the prescrip- 
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tions of medical practitioners are compounded, and have obtained a 
satisfactory diploma or credentials of their attainments from a regu- 
larly incorporated college or school of pharmacy. 

Sec. 4. Licentiates in pharmacy must be persons not less than 18 
years of age, who have had three years' practical experience in com- 
pounding drugs in drug stores where the prescriptions of medical 
practitioners are compounded, and have passed a satisfactory exam- 
ination before the State Board of Pharmacy hereinafter mentioned. 
The said board may, in their discretion, grant certificates of registra- 
tion to such persons as shall furnish, with their application, satisfac- 
tory proof that they have been registered by examination in some 
other state: Provided, that such other state shall require a degree of 
competency equal to that required of applicants in this state. (As 
amended by act approved June 4, 1889; in force July 1, 1889.) 

Sec. 5. The governor, with the advice and consent of the senate 
shall appoint five persons from among such competent pharmacists in 
the state as have had ten years' practical experience in the dispens" 
ing of physicians' prescriptions, who shall constitute the Board of 
Pharmacy. The persons so appointed shall hold their offices for five 
years: Provided, that the term of office of the first five appointed shall 
be so arranged that the term of one shall expire on the thirtieth 
of December of each year; and the vacancies so created, as well as 
all vacancies otherwise occurring, shall be filled by the governor, 
with the advice and consent of the senate: And, provided, also, that 
appointments made when the senate is not in session may be con- 
firmed at its next ensuing session. The Illinois Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation shall annually report directly to the governor, recommending 
the first year the names of at least ten persons, w^om said associa- 
tion shall deem best qualified to serve as members of the Board of 
Pharmacy, and the names of at least three persons each year there- 
after, to fill any vacancies which shall occur in said board. 

Sec. 6. The said board shall, within thirty days after its appoint- 
ment, meet and organize by electing a president from among their 
members, and a secretary, who shall not be a member of said board. 
The board shall also elect a treasurer who is a member of the board. 
Said board shall prescribe the duties and compensation of such treas- 
urer, and shall require the said treasurer to give such bond as the 
said board shall direct. The secretary shall pay over to the treasurer 
all moneys that shall come into his hands as such secretary. It shall 
be the duty of the board to examine all applications for registration 
submitted in proper form; to grant certificates of registration to such 
persons as may be entitled to the same under the provisions of this 
act; to cause the prosecution of all persons violating its provisions; to 
report annually to the governor and to the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
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Association upon the condition of pharmacy in the state, which said 
report shall also furnish a record of the proceedings of the said board 
for the year, and also the names of all the pharmacists duly reg- 
istered under this act. The board shall hold meetings for the exam- 
ination of applicants for registration and the transaction of such 
other business as shall pertain to its duties, at least once in six months: 
Provided, that said board shall hold meetings once in every year in the 
city of Chicago and in the city of Springfield; and it shall give thirty 
days' public notice of the time and place of such meetings; shall have 
power to make by-laws for the proper fulfillment of its duties under 
this act, and shall keep a book of registration, in which shall be en- 
tered the names and places of business of all persons registered under 
this act, which book shall also specify such facts as said persons shall 
claim to justify their registration. Three members of said board shall 
constitute a quorum. (As amended by act approved June 4, 1889; in 
force July 1, 1889.) 

Sec. 7. Licentiates in pharmacy shall, at the time of passing 
their examination, be registered by the Secretary of the State Board 
of Pharmacy as registered pharmacists, (As amended by act ap- 
proved June 4, 1889; in force July 1, 1889.) 

Sec. 8. Any person shall be entitled to registration as assistant 
pharmacist who is of the age of 18 years, of good moral character, 
temperate habits, and has had three years' service under a registered 
pharmacist; and the time of attendance at any reputable school of 
pharmacy shall be accredited on the above time, or shall pass an ex- 
amination before the State Board of Pharmacy, that shall show com- 
petency or qualification equal to such service. Each applicant for 
registration by examination as assistant pharmacist shall pay to said 
board the sum of five dollars before receiving his certificate of regis- 
tration. Applicants other than by examination shall pay the board 
a fee of one dollar. Any assistant pharmacist shall have the right to 
act as clerk or salesman in a drug store or pharmacy during the 
temporary absence of the owner or manager thereof. (As amended 
by act approved June 4, 1889; in force July 1, 1889.) 

Sec. 9. Every person applying for registration as a registered 
pharmacist, shall, before a certificate is granted, pay to the secretary 
of the board the sum of two dollars; and a like sum shall be paid by 
licentiates of other boards who shall apply for registration; and by 
every applicant for registration by examination shall be paid the sum 
of five dollars: Provided, that in case of the failure of any applicant 
to pass a satisfactory examination his money shall be refunded. (As 
amended by act approved June 4, 1889; in force July 1, 1889.) 

Sec. 10. Every registered pharmacist who desires to continue the 
practice of his profession shall annually thereafter during the time he 
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shall continue In such practice, on such date as the Board of Pharmacy 
may determine, of which date he shall have thirty days' notice by said 
board, pay to the secretary of the board a registration f ee,to be fixed by 
the board, but which shall In no case exceed one dollar, for which he 
shall receive a renewal of said registration. The failure of any regis- 
tered pharmacist to pay said fee shall not deprive him of his right to 
renewal upon payment thereof; nor shall his retirement from the pro- 
fession deprive him of the right to renew his registration should he at 
any time thereafter wish to resume the practice, upon the payment 
of said fee. Registered assistants, upon receiving notice as aforesaid, 
shall, if they desire to renew their registration, pay to the secretary 
of said board an annual fee of one dollar. Every certificate of regis- 
tration granted under this act shall be conspicuously exposed in the 
pharmacy to which it applies. (As amended by act approved June 4, 
1889; in force July 1, 1889.) 

Sec. 11. The secretary of the board shall receive a salary which 
shall be fixed by the board; and which shall not exceed the sum of 
fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) per year; he shall also receive his 
traveling and other expenses incurred in the performance of his of- 
ficial duties. The members of the board shall receive the sum of 
five dollars for each day actually engaged in this service and all legit- 
imate and necessary expenses incurred in attending the meetings of 
said board. Said expenses shall be paid from the fees and penalties 
received from the board, under the provisions of this act, and no part 
of the salary or other expenses of the board shall be paid out of the 
state treasury. All moneys received in excess of said per diem allow- 
ance and other expenses above provided for shall be held by the treas- 
urer as a special fund for meeting the expenses of said board, and the 
cost of the annual report of the proceedings of the Illinois Pharma- 
ceutical Association, and the necessary expenses of said association : 
Provided, that when the amount of money in the hands of the treas- 
urer at any time exceeds two thousand dollars the amount of such 
excess shall be paid into the state treasury. The board shall make an 
annual report to the governor and to the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Association of all moneys received and disbursed by them pursuant to 
this act. (As amended by act approved June 4, 1889; in force July 1, 
1889.) 

Sec. 12. Any person not being, or having in his employ, a registered 
pharmacist, within the meaning of this act, who shall, sixty days 
after this act takes effect, keep a pharmacy or store for retailing or 
compounding medicines, or who shall take, use, or exhibit the title 
of a registered pharmacist, shall, for each and every such offense, be 
liable to a penalty of fifty dollars. Any registered pharmacist who 
shall permit the compounding and dispensing of prescriptions, or the 
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vending of drugfs, medicines, or poisons in his store or place of business, 
except under the supervision of a registered pharmacist, or except by 
a '^registered assistant" pharmacist; or any pharmacist or *^ regis- 
tered assistant," who while continuing in business shall fail or neglect 
to procure his annual registration, or any person who shall willfully 
make any false representation to procure registration for himself or 
any other person, shall, for every such offense, be liable to a penalty 
of fifty dollars: Provided, that nothing in this act shall apply to nor 
in any manner interfere with the business of any physician, or pre- 
vent him from supplying to his patients such articles as may seem to 
him proper, nor with the making or vending of patent or proprietary 
medicines, or medicines placed in sealed packages, with the name of 
the contents and of the pharmacists or physicians by whom prepared 
or compounded, nor with the sale of the usual domestic remedies by 
retail dealers, nor with the exclusively wholesale business of any 
dealers, except as hereinafter provided: And. provided, further, that 
no part of this section shall be so construed as to give the right to 
any physician to furnish any intoxicating liquor as a beverage on 
prescriptions or otherwise. 

Sec. 13. No person shall add to or remove from any drug, medicine, 
chemical, or pharmaceutical preparation, any ingredient or material 
for the purpose of adulteration or substitution, or which shall det-eri- 
orate the quality, commercial value, or medicinal effect, or which shall 
alter the nature or composition of such drug, medicine, chemical or 
pharmaceutical preparation so that it will not correspond to the 
recognized tests of identity or purity. A.ny person who shall thus will- 
fully adulterate or alter, or cause to be adulterated or altered, or 
shall sell or offer for sale any such adulterated or altered drug, medi- 
cine, chemical, or pharmaceutical preparation, or any person who 
shall substitute, or cause to be substituted, one material for another, 
with the intention to defraud or deceive the purchaser, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and be liable to prosecution under this act. 
If convicted, he shall be liable to all the costs of the action and all 
the expenses incurred by the Board of Pharmacy in connection there, 
with, and for the first offense be liable to a fine of not less than fifty 
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, and for each subsequent of- 
fense a fine of not less than seventy-five nor more than one hundred 
and fifty dollars. On complaint being entered, the Board of Phar- 
macy is hereby empowered to employ an analyst or chemist expert, 
whose duty it shall be to examine into the so-called adulteration, 
substitution, or alteration, and report upon the result of his investi- 
gation; and if said report justify such action, the board shall duly 
cause the prosecution of the offender, as provided by this law. 

Sec. 14. No person shall sell at retail any poisons commonly rec- 
ognized as such, and especially aconite, arsenic, belladonna, biniodide 
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of mercury, carbolic acid, chloral hydrate, chloroform, conium, cor- 
rosive sublimate, creosote, Croton oil, cyanide of potassium, digitalis, 
hydrocyanic acid, laudanuiTi, morphine, nux vomica, oil of bitter al- 
monds, opium, oxalic acid, strychnine, sugar of lead, sulphate of zinc, 
white precipitate, red precipitate, without affixing to the box, bottle, 
vessel, or package containing the same, and to the wrapper or cover 
thereof, a label bearing the name of the article, and the word "poison" 
distinctly shown, with the name and place of business of the seller; 
who shall not deliver any of said poisons to any person under the age 
of fifteen years, nor shall he deliver any of said poisons without satis- 
fying himself that such poison is to be used for a legitimate purpose: 
Provided^ that nothing herein contained shall apply to the dispensing 
of physicians' prescriptions of any of the poisons or articles afore- 
said. Any person failing to comply with the requirements of this 
section shall be liable to a penalty of five dollars for each and every 
such offense. 

Sec. 15. All suits for the recovery of the several penalties pre- 
scribed in this act shall be prosecuted in the name of the */People of 
the State of Illinois," in any court having jurisdiction: and it shall be 
the duty of the state's attorney of the county where such offense is 
committed, to prosecute all persons violating the provisions of this 
act, upon proper complaint being made. All penalties collected un- 
der the provisions of this act shall inure, one-half to the Board of 
Pharmacy, and the remainder to the school fund of the county in 
which the suit was prosecuted and judgment obtained.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 



OP THE 



Illinois Pharmaceutical Association, 



THE constitution. 

Article I. 

This association will be called the Illinois Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation: 

Article II. 

The object of this organization shall be to promote the interests 
of pharmacy by urging the enactment of such laws as will be of mu- 
tual advantage to pharmacists and the public, by restricting the dis- 
pensing and sale of medicines to competent parties, to encourage 
a more thorough' training of assistants, and, finally, to bring the 
pharmacists of this state into more intimate social relations. 

Article III. 

Section 1. This society shall consist of active and associate 
members. 

Sec. 2. All registered pharmacists in the State of Illinois, whose 
names shall appear on the register of the Board of Pharmacy, shall 
be deemed members of the association. 

Sec. 3. Any pharmacist in good professional and moral standing 
who shall have attained the age of twenty-one years, residing in the 
state, whether in business for himself or in the employ of another 
pharmacist, shall be eligible to membership. 

Article IV. 

The officers of this association shall be a president and three vice- 
presidents, a permanent secretary, a local secretary (to be selected 
from place of next meeting), a treasurer, and an executive committee 
consisting of one member from each congressional district in the 
state (and of which committee the president, secretary, and treasurer 
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shall be ex officio members), all of whom shall be elected'annually by 
ballot, and shall hold office until the election of their successors. 

Article V. 

Section 1. The president, or in his absence or inability to serve, 
the vice presidents in their order, shall preside at all meetings of the 
association, call special meetings at the written request of twenty-five 
members, shall present at each annual meeting a report on the affairs 
of this association, and perform such other duties as pertain to the 
office. 

Sec. 2. The secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings of 
the association. He shall read all communications, conduct all cor- 
respondence of the association, at each annual meeting render a 
report of the duties performed by him since the last annual meeting, 
and, in conjunction with the executive committee, shall superintend 
such publications as the association shall direct. He shall notify 
members of committees of their appointment and election, and 
furnish each member of the committee with the names of their asso- 
ciates on said committees. He shall receive and collect all moneys 
for the association, giving receipts for the various amounts; keep a 
correct account thereof, and pay the same to the treasurer, taking 
his receipt therefor. He shall give a sufficient bond within 60 days 
of his election, subject to the approval of the president 

Sec. 3. The treasurer shall have charge of all the funds of the 
association, for which* he shall be personally responsible, shall be 
authorized to pay all bills when countersigned by the president, knd 
report the state of the treasury, when called upon by the executive 
committee. He shall give a sufficient bond within 60 days of his election, 
subject to the approval of the president. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the secretary and treasurer to turn 
over to their successors, without unnecessary delay, all papers and 
property of the association committed to their care. 

Sec. 5. The executive committee shall have full power to act for, 
and have general charge of the affairs of the association in the intervals 
of the session of the association, provided that the action of such 
committee shall not contravene instructions of the association; and 
its action may at any time be overruled by the association. The 
committee shall organize by the adoption of rules, and with such 
officers and committees as it shall deem desirable or necessary. Nine 
members shall constitute a quorum. 

Article VI. 

This association may establish for its future government and reg- 
ulation such by-laws not in conflict with this constitution, as may be 

deemed proper and desirable. 
2 
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Article VII. 

Every proposition to alter or amend this constitution shall be 
submitted in writing" and received at an annual meeting, and may be 
voted for at the next annual meeting, when, upon receiving the votes 
of three-fourths of the members present it shall become a part of this 
constitution. 



THE BY-LAWS. 



Article I. 
Twenty-five members shall constitute a quorum. 

Article II. 

Section 1. Every member shall pay annually into the hands of the 
secretary the sum of one dollar. Any one in arrears at the annual 
meeting shall not be entitled to vote, and any one neglecting to pay 
said dues for three successive years shall lose his membership. 

Sec. 2. On the payment of one dollar by any member of this asso- 
ciation, he shall receive a certificate of membership, which shall be 
issued by the secretary. 

Article III. 

Section 1. The President shall, within 60 days after each annwil 
meeting, appoint the following committees (of which he shall be an ex 
officio member), each to consist of three members, viz.: Committee on 
matters of trade interests, committee on papers and qtieries, commit- 
tee on legislation, committee on Board of Pharmacy records, and 
committee on prize essays. 

Sec. 2. The committee on trade interests shall report at each an- 
nual meeting such observations and information upon that subject as 
may seem to them of interest to the association. 

Sec. 3. The committee on papers and queries shall prepare and 
present, near the close of each annual meeting, a number of questions 
of scientific or practical interest, and invite members of this associa- 
tion and other persons, as they deem proper, to prepare and present 
answers to the questions or upon other subjects of interest to the pro- 
fession. 

It shall be the province of the committee to receive and examine 
all papers being answers to queries, or volunteer papers which are 
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presented and intended to be read at the meetings. It shall also be 
the duty of the committee to determine at each annual meeting the 
order in which the papers presented to the association shall be read. 

Sec. 4. The committee on prize essays shall examine such papers 
as may be presented and read before this association. They shall de- 
termine which, if any of them, shall be of sufficient merit to justify 
the award of the prize or prizes offered by or through this association. 
Such award or awards shall be made within six months after the 
meeting at which the papers or essays were read, and at * which said 
committee were appointed. 

Sec. 5. The award of prizes by the committee on prize essays shall 
be determined with regard to the usefulness, originality, and other 
merits of the paper, essay, or work presented; but no prize shall be 
awarded except in cases where the original work actually performed, 
or the practical utility of the additions to knowledge are of sufficient 
importance in the opinion of the committee to merit such reward. 
The decisions of the committee on prize essays shall be final, and the 
names and addresses of the recipients of prizes shall together with 
their papers or essays, be furnished to the pharmaceutical journals 
for publication. 

Sec. 6. The committee on legislation shall keep a record of, and 
compile for reference, the enactments of the different states regulat- 
ing the practice of pharmacy and the sale of medicines. They shall 
report at each annual meeting of the association what legislation on 
the subject occurred during the year, and what additional legisla- 
tion shall be desirable in this state. 

Sec. 7. The committee on Board of Pharmacy records, created by 
invitation of the Board of Pharmacy shall, at such time as it shall 
elect, and at least annually, inspect the records, books, and examina- 
tion papers of the Illinois Board of Pharmacy, and shall annually re- 
port their observations to this association, with such suggestions and 
recommendations as said committee may deem available. 

Article IV. 

Section 1. These by-laws shall not be suspended without the con- 
sent of two-thirds of the members present. 

Sec. 2. Any amendment to these by-laws must be made in writ- 
ing, read before the association at one sitting, and laid over to a sub- 
sequent sitting, when, upon receiving the votes of two-thirds of the 
members present, it shall become a part of these by-laws. 

Article V. 

All papers read before the association shall be referred to the ex- 
ecutive committee, and shall, by their consent and under their direc- 
tion, be published. 



Article VI. 

The proceedings of the association, the roll of officers, committees, 
and members shall be published annually, under the supervision of the 
secretary and executive committee, and a copy of the proceedings 
sent to each member of the association. ' 

Abticle VII. 

Any member may be expelled for improper conduct, or any officer 
removed from office for violating the constitution or by-laws; but no 
person shall be expelled or removed except by a two-thirds vote of 
all the members present at a regular meeting^, and after he shall 
have been g^ven an opportunity to be heard in his own defense. 

Article Vin. 

Nominees for the State Board of Pharmacy shall be elected in the 
following manner: At each annual meeting of the association, twenty- 
five registered pharmacists of the state, having the qualifications a? 
prescribed by the pharmacy law, shall be selected by the association, 
the names of said twenty-five members shall be forwarded by the sec- 
retary to all registered pharmacists in the state, with the request 
that from such members, or others, as the said pharmacist shall 
severally prefer, five members shall be selected and their names 
transmitted to the secretary. From the five members"receiving the 
highest number of votes cast in the aggregate, the association may, 
at its next annual meeting, elect three members whose names shall 
be submitted to the govenor as nominees of the association, as required 
by the state pharmacy act. 

Article IX. 

The association invites manufacturers and others to exhibit at 
the annual meeting crude drugs, chemical, pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions, and such objects as possess a general scientific or special 
pharmaceutical interest. 

Article X. 

The order of business shall be as follows: 

1. Reading the minutes. 

2. Applications for membership. 

3. Election of members. 

4. President's address. 

5. Reports of officers and committees. 

6. Unfinished business. 

7. Election of officers. 

8. New business. 

9. Installment of officers elect. 
10. Adjournment.

PROCEEDINGS. 



Tuesday, August 14, 1894. 



First Session. 



The convention was called to order at 4 o'clock by Pres- 
ident Emil Thiele. 

The President — Gentlemen and members of the asso- 
ciation, I take g-reat pleasure in introducing" to you the 
Honorable Philo B. Miles, mayor of Peoria, who will deliver 
the address of welcome. (Applause.) 

Mayor Miles— .Mr. President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceut- 
icdl Association: I desire to express a cordial welcome to you in behalf 
of the city. I am fflad you come here to hold the Fifteenth Annual 
Convention of your association. I hope your meetings will be profit- 
able and interesting, and no doubt they will. We are all torn up, as 
you have undoubtedly seen. We are putting in new sewer systems and 
improving many of our streets and avenues. We have taken advant- 
age of the hard times, and more improvements are being made than 
for some years. I give you the freedom of the city, and promise you 
that when you come again, we will be better prepared to show you a 
beautiful city. During the evening, our torn up streets will be lighted 
and I promise you a guide if one seems necessary. I again welcome 
you and hope you will be so well treated that you will want to come 
again. I hope you will all enjoy yourselves and make yourselves at 
home. (Applause.) 

The President — In the absence of Mr. Green, who will 
not arrive until later, I will call upon Prof. Hallberg* to 
make the response. 
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Mr. Hallberq — Mr, Chmrnmn^ the Honorable Mayor, and Members of 
the AssodaUon: 1 am surprised to be called upon to respond to the 
address of welcome delivered by the high executive of the great 
metropolis of Peoria. We have been given a hearty welcome, and in 
behalf of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association, I thank him sin- 
cerely. I think the meeting will be a pleasant one, as the Mayor of 
Peoria has hoped. We are glad to come to Peoria. The Mayor has 
referred to the fact that the streets are torn up. Peoria is a second 
Chicago in that respect, as Chicago streets are always torn up. It is 
always an evidence of the prosperity and the progress of a city when the 
streets are torn up. It shows that the sewers, made ten or twenty 
years ago, are too small, and, therefore, new ones are being put down. 
The city of Peoria is the only city that can lay claim to any metro- 
politan appearance in the state, except, of course, Chicago. It gets 
the black eye occasionally as Chicago does. Chicago wants a post- 
office, and Peoria wants a state fair. What does Peoria want with a 
state fair, any way? It is nothing to the industries and sky-scrapers 
which Peoria possesses. To a city where corn and its products are 
king, the fair may well be sent to some other place. Our president, 
who was a member of the General Assembly, had the honor to espouse 
the cause of Peoria in the fair contest. We pharmacists consume, in 
the broad sense, a larger proportion of spiritous liquors than any 
branch of the community. Therefore, the producing of alcohol or the 
manufacture of it is of importance to us as a profession. Again, 1 
thank you, Mr. Mayor, for the evidences of welcome, and hope no 
member of the convention will have to call upon you in your official 
capacity to bail him out if he should get lost in the many streets and 
avenues of Peoria. (Applause.) 

The President — The next thing in order is the report 
of the committee on arrangements.

The Secretary — The next order of business is the an- 
nual address of the president. 

FeUwD Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association : At the last 
meeting of the association, held in one of the buildings of the great 
Columbian Exposition, our constitution was amended so as to provide 
for the restoration of annual dues. The result of this change has not 
been disappointing, as nearly all the members of the profession who 
have heretofore taken an active interest in the welfare of the associ- 
ation have paid their dues for the past year, thus providing a fund 
from which the current expenses have been paid. The plan of organ- 
ization which had been tried for a number of years preceding our 
last meeting was beautiful in theory, as it apparently gathered into 
one great body all the registered pharmacists of the state. Experi- 
ence has shown, however, that blessings which come unsolicited are 
not appreciated. The great bulk of the pharmacists of the state de- 
clined to avail themselves of the membership which had been thrust 
upon them without any expressed desire on their part, and the attend- 
ance at our meetings during this period has been anything but satis- 
factory. There is every reason to believe that we have now entered 
upon a period of renewed vigor and activity. 

the pharmacy law and increased competition. 

The reports of the Board of Pharmacy indicate a steady increase 
in the number of fully registered pharmacists, as may be seen by an 
inspection of the following table:

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The increase in population for this period has been considerable, 
but there is every reason to believe that the percentage of increase 
does not equal the high ratio shown by the above table. 

The increase in the number of registered assistants is even 
greater, the year of 1893 showing a growth of 17 per cent over the 
preceding year. 

If this state of affairs continues for another five or ten years, 
competition will reach a point where a reasonable return for our time, 
capital, and the responsibilities we assume will be realized only in ex- 
ceptional instances. Let us now examine the causes which favor this 
rapid increase. During the years 1892 and 1893, 503 persons appeared 
before the Board of Pharmacy, passed the prescribed examinations, 
and were liscensed to engage in business on their own account. Dur- 
ing the same period 162 other persons who were presumably incapable 
of passing the examination to which the other 503 had to submit were 
granted the same legal privileges under section 2 of the pharmacy 
law. 

This section of the law directs that persons having five years' 
practical experience in compounding drugs shall be registered, but it 
says further: 

*'The said board shall have the right to refuse registrations to ap- 
plicants whose examination or credentials are not satisfactory evi- 
dence of their competency." 

Under this clause the Board is authorized to inquire into the com- 
petency of persons applying for registration under the experience 
clause, and to deny registration if the applicant cannot furnish in- 
disputable proof as to his competency. The Board is to judge as to 
whether the applicant should be registered or rejected. 

The person Applying for registration under section 4 of the law is 
required to pass an examination as to his knowledge of Chemistry, 
Pharmacy, Materia Medica, and allied branches. If he fails to prove 
his familiarity with these sciences, he is rejected as being incompe- 
tent to conduct a pharmacy in this state. If ignorance of Chemistry 
does not disbar an applicant for registration, under section 2, from 
practice, why should the applicant for registration under section 4 be 
required to possess such knowledge? If an applicant under section 4 
cannot be permitted to practice until he proves his knowledge of sci- 
enti£c subjects, why should we turn loose upon the community the ap- 
plicant under section 2, who may not have received scientific training 
of any kind. 

^The Board of Pharmacy, in issuing a certificate testifies to the 
competency of the registered person, as it is the duty of the Board to 
refuse registration under either section 2 or section 4 until satisfac- 
tory evidence of competency is furnished. This being the case it 



would appear just and reasonable to require substantially the same 
proofs of competency from the applicant under either section. 

Aside from the inconsistency' of the practice of registering some 
applicants merely on service certificates and compelling others to 
pass a strict examination, it would appear as though the interests of 
the people demanded a change in this respect. The village drug 
clerk who receives his certificate as registered pharmacist by reason 
of his experience in selling Paris Green and compounding Condition 
Powders may confine himself to practice in his native village, but if 
he sees fit to engage in business in one of the larger cities of the state, 
in the midst of a cosmopolitan population, he has a legal right to do 
so. It has been urged that a stricter interpretation of the pharmacy 
law on the part of. the board might lead to the repeal of the act and 
the agitation against the old law is cited to prove the existence of 
this danger. The situation at present differs in some particulars from 
the condition of affairs in 1881-88. The following facts should be borne 
in mind: The class of assistant pharmacists did not exist under the 
old law; the examinations were less practical than at present; the 
composition of the legislature has been affected in a favorable man- 
ner by the apportionment law which increases the representation of 
the large cities and progressive communities, thus diminishing the 
danger of a repeal or reactionary amendment of the law. 

The intimate relations which epcist between this association and 
the Board of Pharmacy make it appear desirable that our association 
consider fromitime to time the methods and policy of the Board, and if 
it should appear that changes in these respects would be productive 
of good results, to adopt resolutions requesting such improvements. 

I would therefore respectfully recommend tha^ a resolution be 
adopted at this meeting requesting the Board of Pharmacy to com- 
pel applicants for registration under section 2 of the pharmacy law to 
furnish proof as to their knowledge of Chemistry, Pharmacy, Meteria 
Medica, Toxicology, the manufacture of preparations, and compound- 
ing of prescriptions, and to refuse registration to all applicants whose 
attainments in these branches of professional knowledge are not equal 
to the requirements for registration under section 4 of the law. 

THE PATENT MEDICINE TRADE. 

Methods for the prevention or cure of the cut rate evil have en- 
gaged your attention at every meeting held during the past five 
years. Our efforts in this direction have not met with success. Lo- 
cal associations have succeeded in checking the spread of the evil to 
some extent and these societies should receive our support in the fu- 
ture as in the past. 

There is no doubt that the price of patents could be maintained 
if the proprietors of these compounds cared anything about it. It is 
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quite evident, however, that they are indifferent about the matter, as 
they believe that all they have to do is create a demand and the dis- 
tribution will take care of itself. 

There is a legitimate demand for cough medicine, liniments, and 
similar preparations designed as a cure for trifling ailments which do 
not require the care of a physician. This demand can and must be 
supplied by the pharmacists and should not be left to the outsiders 
who have turned it into a source of great revenue. The old time drug- 
gists are largely responsible for the existence of the patent medicine 
evil. The customer who applied to them for a remedy of any kind 
was generally induced to buy a bottle of some compound of unknown 
composition. These recommendations did quite as much to build up 
the trade in patents as the expensive advertisements with which the 
country has been deluged during the past fifty years. 

The pharmacist of today is inclined to reclaim his own, and has 
in a measure discontinued the practice of lauding the virtues of se- 
cret nostrums. The flourishing business done by the "non-secret" firms 
bears out the truth of this statement. 

There is no reason to doubt that we could do much more towards 
the extinction of the trade in secret nostrums if we would combine 
for the purpose of producing a line of 'medicines suitable for our 
(rade. These medicines should be sold under distinctive and popu- 
lar names which must be protected against infringement by regis- 
tration in the patent office. They should be prepared under the 
supervision of a competent pharmacist and their composition should 
be printed on the label. If 500 pharmacists would form a company 
for the purpose of manufacturing a line of fifteen or twenty remedies 
the venture would be almost sure to succeed. I understand that your 
committee on trade interests has had this matter under advisement, 
and I trust that you will carefully consider the report. 

UNION OP STATE PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATIONS. 

The cut rate war has demonstrated the desirability of a great 
central organization embracing the active and progressive pharma. 
cists of every state in the Union. The American Pharmaceutical 
Association, admirable as it is, does not meet all the requirements. 
If the various state associations could be gathered into one union, the 
largest pharmaceutical society in the world would thereby be created. 
I would respectfully recommend that we take the initiative by call- 
ing upon our sister associations to join us in the formation of a cen- 
tral body to be known as the "Pharmaceutical Council." This body 
should be composed of one delegate from each state association. The 
first meeting might be held in 1895 at the time and place of the meeting 
of the American Pharmaceutical Association. Harmony of action on 
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the part of the state association could be established and great re- 
sults might thereby be •abstained. 

PHARMACEUTICAL LEGISLATION AND THE BOARD OF PHARMACY. 

The legislature has not been in session since our last meeting oc- 
curred, but will meet again in January. I do not believe that very 
much can be gained by seeking to amend the pharmacy law in any 
particular. The clause which compells the Board to return the entire 
fee to applicants who fail in examination ought to be changed, and a 
bill providing for this improvement may go through the legislature 
without any serious opposition. A bill confining the right to own drug 
stores to registered pharmacists would be opposed by interested par- 
ties, and if it should pass, ways and means to evade the law could 
easily be found. I believe the law as it stands can be so administered 
as to satisfy all reasonable demands. Our Board of Pharmacy enjoys 
the confidence of the profession and will no doubt adopt any proposi- 
tions as to methods or policy which have the support of the pharmaceu- 
tical profession of this state. 

The practice of giving special examination to applicants for 
registration has been criticised to some extent as being liable to cre- 
ate distrust and to lead to abuses in the future. There is no reason to 
believe, however, that these examinations as conducted at present 
are detrimental to the best interests of the profession. 

In conclusion I desire to thank my fellow officers and all the mem- 
bers of the association with whom I have come in contact during my 
term of office for their uniform courtesy and kindness. I sincerely 
hope that our present meeting will be enjoyable and harmonious and 
produce good results for the association and the pharmaceutical pro- 
fession. Emil Thiele, President.

I have the honor to report to you, that since the last meeting of the 
association, the duties of this office have been considerably increased 
by the payment of annual dues, by members of the association. 

A notification of change of constitution and by-laws, requiring' 
the payment of annual dues, was sent to four thousand registered 
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pharmacists through the State Board of Pharmacy, without expense 
to the association, except the printing" of blanks used for that pur- 
pose. Three hundred and sixty-eight members paid their annual dues 
for 1893 and 1894, and a postal card receipt was sent to each one ac- 
knowledging same. 

I attended a meeting of the executive committee, October 30, 
1893. At this meeting a council of^ administration was selected, con- 
sisting of seven members, with authority to transact such business as 
was necessary for the executive committee, by correspondence with 
the members of the council of administration. This method of doing 
business, while advantageous to the association and executive com- 
mittee in the way of saving expense to the members of the com- 
mittee, has added additional work to the secretary's office; still I have 
performed the duties of the office to the best of my ability, and, I 
trust, to the satisfaction of the members of the association.

SECOND SESSION. 

Wednesday Morning August 15, 1894. 

The convention was called to order at 10 o'clock by Pres- 
ident Emil Thiele, Chicago. 

The President— The next thing in order will be the 
report from the National Wholesale Druggists' Association 
and other State Parmaceutical Associations and Medical 
Societies. 

The Secretary — Mr. President, the delegates present from the 
Missouri State Pharmaceutical Association are Dr. H. M. Whelpley, 
H. F. Hassebrock, and J. F. Hassebrock, St. Louis, Mo. 
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Dr. WhbdpLiEY— Mr. President, I have been interested in a little 
explanation that you have just made to the effect that some of the 
delegates of this association came by railroad, some by carriage, 
some walked. That clears up in my mind a letter that I received 
from your worthy ex-president, Dr. Hatch, a few months ago, stating 
that he would attend the convention if the walking was good, so I 
judge that it was. When I received the letter I thought it was a 
joke, but now I see he was in earnest. I came here to represent the 
Missouri State Pharmaceutical Association, an organization that 
has meetings that makes the delegates look younger year after year. 
As an example, I can point to our friend Dr. Hatch, who has, the sue- 
ceeding years past, become more boyish in looks, actions, and appear- 
ance. We have, from time to time, looked for larger delegations 
from the state of Illinois. We have occasionally captured one or two. 
Prof. Hallberg came over one year. The next year he was a married 
man. (Applause.) I don't know as I should say this, as we might 
have quite a number next year. It is all right, come along, we will 
take care of you, and I am especially pleased to meet you on this, 
your crystal anniversary. A crystal anniversary in the life time of 
human events seems to be a period marking considerable lapse of 
time. However, I am confident that the crystal anniversary of the 
Illinois association is siniply the beginning of its history, and which 
will not end in time. I believe that while you look back over fifteen 
years of history of events somewhat checkered in various sources, 
that this is simply incident to the formation of any organization, and 
the Illinois organization was one of the oldest and one of the first of 
the western associations. It was not only one of the first, but it is 
one of the associations that has made itself felt in the formation of 
many other state associations. Not only that the Illinois association has 
adopted resolutions at its meetings, has presented subjects in the form 
of papers that have been felt throughout the National Association, 
and even the Inter-national Association. It was from the Illinois as- 
sociation that we had the first proposition to invite the Inter-national 
Pharmaceutical Congress to come to this country for their recent 
meeting, and many other propositions have originated in this associa- 
tion. It is an association that has among its members pharmacists 
who have an inter-national reputation, so that I have no hesitancy 
whatever in saying that this crystal anniversary is simply a begin- 
ning of a history that will be felt for all time to come; that the Illi- 
nois State Pharmaceutical Association may be organized, re-organ- 
ized, and organized again, but it is not an association of time, but it 
is for all time; and I am proud to be one of your regular visitors and 
a person who has the opportunity of profiting by the meetings that 
you hold. I wish you one and all unusual success and prosperity on 
this occasion. (Applause.) 
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The President — Are there any delegates present of 
other associations — ^pharmaceutical or medical associations?

President and Members of the Association : 1 will 
state for your information that Mr. R. N. Dodds, Spring^eld, is absent 
from the state. I notified all the committees some time ago (the 
chairman of the committees), that a report would be expected from 
them upon each of the subjects upon which they were chairman, and 
that they should communicate with the members of their committees 
and formulate a report. Mr. Dodds telephoned me that he did not 
think It was the province of his committee to suggest legislation, that 
there had been no meeting of the legislature since the appointment 
of the committee and he did not know that the coihmlttee had the 
authority or right to suggest legislation unless the . association di- 
rected them to act.

The President — You have heard the report of the com- 
mittee, what is ypur pleasure ? 

Mr. Kavanaugh, of Peoria, moved that the report be re- 
ceived and papers ordered published with the proceedings. 
Not carried. 

Mr. Hallberg— As one who has contributed a paper I object to 
that. I certainly object to not having the papers read. What are 
we here for I would like to know ? Why do the drug^sts of the state 
get together, if it is not to listen to papers being read that may be 
contributci^ by men who have spent a great deal of time and perhaps 
a great deal of money in order to work out their ideas as I am satisfied 
my friend, Mr. Knoebel, has; and perhaps has had experience for 
many years on certain little points which he is now desirous of pre- 
senting to his fellow druggists. We certainly want to hear them. It 
is not because of any papers I may have presented, but I certainly in- 
sist that the papers that are presented by Mr. Knoebel should be read. 
(Applause.) 

The President — I desire to say that there appears to 
be ample time for reading them. The next thing in order 
is the reading of papers. If any of them are of extra length 
we should know it now. 
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Mr. Knoebel — Mr, President : Th^ papers I have are very short, 
so I won't keep you waiting longf. The first paper is headed : 

Some Truths. 

It is my candid opinion that the causes for poor paying business 
and poorly appreciated talents of the retail druggist are usually 
directly traceable to himself. This is a bold statement to make, but 
I will try to explain why and how I have arrived at this severe con- 
clusion. 

Of all classes of business men, who do the most ^^resoluting" and 
accomplish the least, the druggist takes the lead. All other profes- 
sions and btisiness interests look out for themselves, while the poor, 
forlorn druggist is left in the cold. 

Why is it thus ? Simply because the druggists generally find it 
impossible to lay aside their petty jealousies and little personal dif- 
ferences long enough to come to some sensible understanding. 

These are harsh words, but true, nevertheless. I have known 
druggists in communities, where bids were asked for, for furnishing 
medicines to paupers and city institutions, whose bids were so low, 
that, taking into account time and labor, money was lost on each and 
every prescription, and each and every other transaction. 

Why was this done? Simply to **get ahead" of the next neighbor. 
" Don't care if I do lose: must out-bid him," that is the sentiment. 

Take that statement right home with you, and ask yourself if it 
is not true. 

Here is where the main injury in these low bids coipes in. These 
bids are published in the papers all through the counties. Newspaper 
readers, as a class, are keen; they see at what unusually low prices 
these institutions are getting medicines, while they, cightly in the 
face of such conclusive evidence, consider the druggist exhorbitant 
in his charges to them, and conclude with the old saying, " He is a 
robber." 

Why should there be such unjust and uncalled for discrimination? 
I cannot see, any further than I stated before, to "get even" with 
somebody. 

** Every man is worthy of his hire," and, if you are so cheap as to 
be willing to work for nothing, that is your worth. 

In any business or profession, there is none so utterly despised by 
his brethren, and so little appreciated by the public, as a cheap man. 

Here is another point: Physicians do not like to see their pre- 
scriptions go to a man who is afraid to charge a respectable price for 
his goods, in keeping with his calling and profession. 

They have faith in a man, who, without fear, fills their prescrip- 
tions as they want them, and charges a wholesome price for them; 



they feel that he will not substitute or "cut down" the prescription, 
because he is not afraid to charge, and they are rightly and justly 
entitled to that belief. 

A druggist, who is not afraid to charge respectably for his work, 
is not continually looking around for a substitute for some high-priced 
article frequently used at his place. On the contrary, he delights in 
being the first to have in stock any new preparation which is apt to be 
prescribed by the physicians of his city. 

It is such things that good physicians appreciate far more than 
prescription blanks, cigars, etc. 

Give them what they want in their prescriptions, and give it to 
them as they want it. 

Do not try to see how you can save a penny in filling prescriptions 
by trying something just as good as what has been specified. 

Give them exactly, precisely, and positively what they want; they 
have aright to expect it; the patient is entitled to it; but charge 
accordingly. Make your physician friends, and your patrons see and 
know that you are honest, upright, and conscientious; but also let 
them know (and it will be to your credit) that you are no cheap man. 

How can you expect respect from your patrons when you acknowl- 
edge your weakness and unfitness to cope with your neighbor, by 
announcing that you are willing to furnish a certain amount of 
material and labor for perhaps one-half the price demanded by him? 

You are willing to do all this, not that you want to be a public 
benefactor, but that you could not command the same price as your 
neighbor, and, in railroad parlance, you are willing to ** scab." 

Should your neighbor be able to command better prices and more 
respect than yourself, it is a plain problem then, that he is better 
qualified practically, as well as theoretically, to do business than you 
are, and the sooner you put yourself to a self-catechism, the better 
for your moral and financial standing in your community. 

Do not claim that luck is against you, when you find that your busi- 
ness is not what it ought to be; but look around. No doubt some of 
your neighbors are to blame. Perhaps you fell into a community of 
hustlers, men with brains, men that are given to the luxury of read- 
ing, studying, and thinking; and, after due deliberation, you find that 
you cannot hustle, better get out at once; far better that than lose 
your self-respect and the respect of your friends: "honest" failure is 
far better than the loss of conscientious scruples; far better than 
being a cheap man, and a thousand times better than that business 
pirate, out-cast, and traitor, the " advertising cutter."

Mr. Kavanaugh— I move that the paper be received and pub- 
lished in our proceedings, and a vote of thanks be tendered Mr. Knoe- 
bel. 

This motion was seconded and adopted. 

Mr. KNOEBEii — Mr. President, I have another very short paper, 
that may be a help to some of you, entitled: 

A Simple Method of Advertising Your Own Remedies. 

Hard times, cut prices in patent medicines, as well as toilet prep- 
arations, has compelled the druggist to the final conclusion, that in 
order to save something out of the wreck, he must put up a line of 
his own medicines to take the place of the more popular patents and 
toilet preparations. 

After having gotten up such a line as you think suitable and sale- 
able with your trade, advertise them thoroughly, i.e., in a local way, 
not only to create a demand, but to also keep up the demand created. 

It is with the idea of giving a practical hint in this direction that 
I present this paper. I have been preparing my own line of medi- 
cines for the past ten or twelve years, and having tried various meth- 
ods of advertising, finally, after a thorough test, have felt the best 
results from the method I herewith present. 

First, have a list of all your own preparations printed on one slip, 
using white paper, leaving considerable of a margin. See that the 
names of the preparations are in plain, full-faced type, being careful 
not to have descriptions of values too long. 

Next, get a rubber stamp in the form of a hand pointing thus ty , 
or any other striking design your fancy may dictate. Now place the 
hand, or mark, before such preparation as you wish to call especial 
attention to, and as the seasons and demands vary, change the posi- 
tion of the hand, thus: In spring, mark your blood purifier, liver pills, 
etc.; in summer, your diarrhoea and cholera mixtures will bear a little 
pushing; in autumn, your tonics, malaria remedies, face lotions, etc. 
will need a little working up; in winter, your good, old, faithful cough 
syrup will need a little booming, and so on to suit your own ideas. 

Wrap one of the circulars with each and every package leaving 
your store, excepting, of course, medicines prescribed by physicians; 
but when compelled to sell a patent medicine, wrap in two of these 
circulars for good luck. 

Have always found this simple, yet cheap method effective. Peo- 
ple will have their attention attracted to this certain preparation at 
once, without necessitating the reading of the entire list; then after 
having once aroused their curiosity, will usually read the whole cir- 
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cular from top to bottom; and whenever this is accomplished you gen- 
erally can count on a sale of one or the other of your medicines. 
I herewith present a few samples showing method suggested. 

Thomas Knoebel. 

The President — You have heard the reading of the pa- 
per, are there any remarks? If not, the paper will be or- 
dered published in the proceeding's of the association. Now 
for further papers. Prof. Hallberg has a paper, I understand. 
(Mr. President introducing Mr. Hallberg.). (Applause.) 

Prop. HAiiiiBERG, Chicago— I have two papers here which are brief, 
and I think we might try one on, and if you can stand another one, I 
' will read that also. I have a paper here entitled: 

Tablet Triturates. 

None of the various novelties in pharmacal science has leaped 
into favor as quickly as have the tablet triturates. Although brought 
into notice by Dr. Fuller, of New York, some ten years ago, it is only 
during the past three years that they have been exploited by manu- 
facturers. The success that they have met with is tremendous, and 
if their employment should continue in the same ratio it will seriously 
threaten dispensing pharmacy. Of the various forms in which medi- 
cines have been presented, from the elixir to the coated and com- 
pressed pills and lozenges, the tablet triturate is by far the most 
insidious. There is no fear, however, that the triturates have come to 
stay, but on the other hand, a probability that they will disappear as 
quickly as they came. They owe their popularity: 

To the fact that dry medication is favored by many physicians; 
to the claims set forth as to their ready solubility and above all to- 
the fact that the triturates have enabled the physician to supply 
small doses in an elegant and convenient form at a very small cost to 
his patients, thus affording him an advantage homoeopathists have so 
long enjoyed. 

These apparent advantages will not stand the searchlight of in- 
vestigation. Dry medication except for specific purposes or local 
effect, or in the case of a few exceptional remedies, is the most un- 
satisfactory method of administration of medicine. 

Therapeutic effect is largely a question of solubility in the system. 
As a general rule the more dilute the drug the quicker and more cer- 
tain the effect. The effect is quicker for the same quantity of drug 
from an infusion than from a tincture, and in the same ratio, more 
prompt is the effect from a tincture than a fluid extract, just as the 
effect is greater from a fluid extract than from an extract, and from 
an extract then from a resin such as podophyllin. 
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But this is not the only advantag^e that liquid medicinals have 
over dry or powdered forms. Many substances do not act when taken 
internally because reaction of the fluids of the body is not favorable 
to their solution and consequent absorption. Thus oxides, carbonates, 
alkalies, etc., are not active if the fluids be alkaline, while the effects 
of other substances as chloroform are impaired through the effect of 
an acid condition of the fluids. The liquid form of medicine permits 
addition of acids and alkalies to correct the respective conditions 
and to insure the prompt effect of the remedy. Addition of acids to 
tonic bitters such as quinine is a familiar practice. In this way an 
effect, far more prompt, is obtained than in neutral media. 

The so-called idiosyncrasies, toward or untoward effects of many 
drugs are probably due to the fact that they are not properly dis- 
solved or absorbed by the system, and aside from the reaction of the 
liquids may also be due to the inactivity of the excretory organs such 
as the kidneys. The cumulative effects of drugs, as in the case of 
strychnine, are undoubtedly due to the comparative insolubility of 
the alkaloid or its salts in the alkaline fluids; when the reaction 
changes to acid then the strychnine which may have accumulated in 
the system is quickly dissolved with not infrequently the most danger- 
ous consequences. As an illustration, in one instance a person for 
whom strychnine tablet triturates (1-50 grain) had been prescribed 
obtained a bottle of 500, and afterwards, a second bottle of which he 
complained after due use that he had no effect. These triturates 
contained strychnine in all 'probability; hence it is likely that it re- 
mained insoluble in the system. (The records of the coroner have not 
been consulted to discover whether or not this patient's system has 
undergone an acid reaction.) 

Another reason why organic drugs are not adapted to dry medica- 
tion, especially in tablet triturate form, is that these latter are made 
from alkaloids, and not from preparations of the drug. If the prompt, 
certain effects of a drug be required, in solution, it is of much greater 
importance that when the full effect is desired the drug (in most in- 
stances) must be used and not an alkaloid nor other active principle. 
Notwithstanding claims made, for commercial reasons, the opinion 
that alkaloidal drugs are valuable only because of the amount of alka- 
loids they may be shown to contain, has not been suflftciently demon- 
strated to be incorporated in the U. S. Pharmacopoeia of 1890 to any 
greater extent than in the U. S. Pharmacopoeia of 1880, except as to 
one drug, nux vomica. The dose of extract of nux vomica is given by 
a standard authority (* 'National Dispensatory") at one half grain, 
** which may be gradually increased to gm. 0.1 or 0.2, when the specific 
effect of the drug is sought.'* 

Based upon these doses of the extract the equivalent quantities 
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of the other preparations are presented (in tabular form), and also the 
amount of alkaloids and strychnine in each :

This table demonstrates that the weakest preparation (the tinc- 
ture) is relatively the strongest compared with the drug strength of 
the fluid extract, the extract, or the alkaloids. That the full effect 
of nux vomica is represented by the alkaloids is no more true than 
that the effects of opium are represented by morphine, or that cin- 
chona is completely represented by the alkaloids. Medical men should 
begin to realize more generally : 

That when full, prompt effects of any drug are desired it must be 
prescribed in the form of a tincture made from the crude drug of the 
best quality, and not from the fluid extract. 

That alkaloids cannot replace their respective drugs any more 
than the synthetic products have displaced the alkaloids. That by 
using tablet triturates they are simply popularizing the form of self- 
medication, the triturates now being put up and numbered according 
to the disorder for which they are recommended, and flnally that old- 
time patent medicines, herb women, and Indian and Chinese traveling 
fakirs are preferred by many persons to modem physicians is because 
the former gives them "good old reliable medicines," that "work 
promptly and effectively," instead of dime thy Iphenyl-isopyrazolon, 
acetphenetidin, and the hosts that have come and gone. 

The quicker physicians appreciate that the good old Materia 
Medica and pharmacy of their fathers is their best friend the better 
for the best interests of the medical profession. 

C. S. Hallberg, Ph.G. 

The President — I understand that Prof. Hallberg has 
another paper. Another dose is wanted. 

Mr. Hallberg — Had we better not wait until the effects of this 
wear off? 

Dr. Whelpley — I think every one will agree with me as to the 
interest with which we have listened to the reading of this papet. 
There is no fault to flnd with the papers. However, I do feel that we 
have not the proper audience for the occasion. I think it is the physi- 
cian that should be present on an occasion of this kind and profit by 
the solid chunks of truth that was given in this paper; and it does 
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seem to me that some action should be taken by this association look- 
ingr forward to bringing this paper before the physicians. Possibly it 
can be passed to the American Association for their delegates to take 
to the American Medical Association; or, if that is not feasible, to 
carry it to the State Medical Society by delegates from this associa- 
tion. It is the physician who, at the present time, is assisting the 
manufacture of tablet triturates, in perpetuating them upon the 
pharmacists and public. This species of fraud is simply therapeutic 
fraud. The points that are brought out in this paper are certainly 
interesting to the pharmacists, and, as pharmacists, we should listen 
and profit by them, and enable ourselves to better talk with physi- 
cians on the subject; but it is the physician we want to reach. There 
is one point that Prof. Hallberg brought out conspicuously, and that 
is, that a dose of medicine, in reality, is the amount that is brought 
in contact with the blood at one given time. It is not what we take, 
that is not the dose, but it is what acts upon the blood and is brought 
in contact with the tissues; and one very prominent objection to this 
form of tablet triturate is the fact that it requires the taking of a 
large quantity in order to get a small dose. The quantity adminis- 
tered is large, and when you administer this quantity you are not sure 
of the effect of this dose; or, in other words, you cannot gauge, the ef- 
fect of the medicine by the quantity that is administered. As to man- 
ufacturers and their relation with tablet triturates, I certainly had a 
very interesting conversation with a man who. is manufacturing a 
high class of liquid preparations, and who claims most of his liquid 
preparations cannot be put up in tablet triturate form, because they 
would not represent the true reliable proportion of th^ active prin* 
ciple. This man was recently much amused, and I might say cha- 
grined, to receive a circular from a small manufacturer in St. Louis, 
notifying him that they were putting up his liquid preparations in 
tablet triturate form — a thing which he could not conscientiously him- 
self do. I thoroughly agree with the author of this paper in declar- 
ing that the tablet triturates will go out as rapidly as they were 
heralded in, and I hope some member of this association will devise 
some method of bringing this subject before the Medical Association, 
where it will do the greatest amount of good. (Applause.) 

The President — Prof. Hallberg will proceed to read his 
other paper. 

Prop. Hai^lberg — Mr, President: The next paper that I will pro- 
ceed to read is entitled: 

The Burning Question. 

During the past few years the question: ''Are Pharmacy Laws a 
Benefit ? *' has been raised several times. During the last meeting of 
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the American Pharmaceutical Association, two persons took the posi- 
tion that these laws are pernicious in their results. One of these 
critics had not been actually engaged in pharmacy for years, had 
never been in favor of such legislation, nor had he been sufficiently 
identified with pharmacy to entitle his views, as a pharmacist, to 
much weight. The other was an ex-president and one of the oldest 
members of the association in pharmacy, having been identified with 
both the enactment and the enforcement of pharmacy laws, and of 
having acquired experience as a teacher and editor. 

It is evident that the drug business is becoming less remunerative 
every year, pharmaceutical practice more circumscribed, and the 
time when pharmacy shall be ranked among the learned professions, 
apparently more remote; while it is believed the contention cannot 
successfully be made, that these untoward conditions are the result of 
legislation, still, the fact remains that the practice of pharmacy has 
been "reg^ilated," practically, for ten years by legislation. The 
exterior evidences of benefit to the public for pharmacy are not very 
apparent, but on the contrary, a condition has set in which is not 
worse for the very simple reason that if worse^ it would be wnbeardble. 

WHO HAS DERIVED THE BENEFIT? 

Every pharmacy law has been enacted for the protection of the 
public. The singular fact that such protection has always been pro- 
moted by pharmacists, is no reason for supposing that it was for 
purely selfish purposes. While expecting advantages in the restric- 
tion of competition, this was incidental to the benefits that would 
accrue to the public, and to pharmacy in general. If legislation was 
to be effected at all, pharmacists must take the initiative, or be ham- 
pered by laws enacted by legislatures unfamiliar with the relations of 
pharmacy to the public. 

The gpreat question, therefore, is : ** Has the Public Been Bene- 
fited ? " This, we believe, must be answered in the affirmative. It will 
be said, perhaps, that before the advent of pharmacy laws, an old and 
well knownpharmacistenjoyed a greater measure of public confidence, 
and, therefore, had a more satisfactory business. Of this advantage 
he has now been deprived. Of equal standing before the law, all now 
enjoy, as a rule, equal confidence, and have an equal chance for pat- 
ronage. That through this, many incompetents are given an advan- 
tage over the competent, is the fault of the laws. This is offset by the 
benefit to the public, derived from protection against the conditions 
existing before the advent of legislation. This is the net benefit, 
therefore, that the public has derived. 

If pharmacy laws have not been instrumental in elevating the 
scholarship of the few, they have at least been gradually lifting up 
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the mass, possibly at the expense of the individual parts. It has been 
a great relief. 

The question as to what extent the medical profession has been 
benefited is problematic, and there is no denying^ the advantages to 
be derived by medical men from competent pharmacists. Some physi- 
cians approve pharmacy laws as protecting their patrons against 
incompetent dispensing, and, therefore, assume no responsibility, or 
discrimination in their patronage. Men share the position taken by 
the public, and to that extent operate to the advantage of the quali- 
fied, thus, also affording the less qualified an advantage, to which they 
are not entitled. The physician, however, is fairly assured against 
gross incompetency and error, impossible without pharmacy laws, and 
therefore, is, in the main, a gainer through the operators of the law. 

IS PROTECTION AN ILLUSION ? 

What benefits have pharmacy, and pharmacists, derived from 
pharmacy laws ? Some would state these to be: Restriction of com- 
petition, and improvement of its character; stimulation of education, 
and elevation of the profession. Others might say that : Competi- 
tion has become greater and of less character, the cost of doing busi- 
ness is greater. Education and the professional standard have been 
lowered. One of the chief arguments for pharmacy laws was that it 
would restrict competition. This may well be questioned. For illus- 
tration — we may observe the tendency in the larger cities. In fact, 
only observations in the larger cities is a criterion, because here the 
conditions are met in their highest stages. These conditions spread 
gradually and grow apparently within the ratio of the density of the 
population. 

For this reason these conditions have reached their highest devel- 
opment in the cities of Boston, New York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia 
and other larger cities. 

At the present time we find five of the most prominently located 
drug stores in Chicago owned and operated as follows: Ashland Phar- 
macy, by a watch-maker; Elkin Drug Company, by a shoe-maker; 
Economical Drug Company, by a printer; Masonic Temple Pharmacy, 
. by a corporation; Auditorium Pharmacy, by a corporation. These five 
stores have been established during the last few years, in some cases 
by pharmacists as managers, who have in such cases been forced to 
retire. 

Now, while the fact that one-fourth of the drug stores in the heart 
of Chicago are owned and operated by unregistered persons, is not con- 
clusive evidence that they would not have been established without 
any pharmacy law, it is a significant fact that the law has not been in- 
strumental in preventing their establishment. Here is clearly an illus- 
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tration of the policy of protection by restriction of competition, and 
the improvement of its character, or of those engaged in it. 

In a similar way these establishments have, to some extent, in- 
creased the general rents, by assuming, at exorbitant rates, these 
locations, to the disadvantage of pharmacists who might also be cen 
trally located. 

While it is not contended that drug stores would not be opened by 
tradesmen in the absence of legal restrictions, still it is observed that 
the legal requirement of having a registered pharmacist in charge of 
a store, absolves the owner of all criminal responsibility in its con- 
duct. Knowing that all that is necessary to comply with the law is 
to obtain the services of some man whose competency is legally 
vouched for, that is, registered, the speculator is ready to embark in a 
business that offers the golden opportunities for legitimate, or illegiti- 
mate profits such as the drug business, as pictured, does. With- 
out any law such standing would not be afforded. The risk and 
responsibilities of managfers, not legally endorsed, would be liable to 
operate against such ventures. 

OPERATING DRUG STORES ON THE CINCH PLAN. 

Competition has been still further extended through the estab- 
lishment of drug stores in places already well supplied. Before the 
advent of pharmacy laws, a young man seldom assumed the responsi- 
bility of opening a drug store until he had from five to ten years ex- 
perience, and was thoroughly posted upon the business end of the drug 
trade. He usually had some capital of his own, and started in as an 
independent factor. But contrast this with the method in vogue dur- 
ing the past five or ten years. The average smart young man becomes 
registered as a pharmacist, usually as soon as he has attained his ma- 
jority, and no doubt many before that age, frequently with only the 
minimum requirement of an experience of a rather indefinite charac- 
ter. He may be theoretically qualified to pass any board examina- 
tion, but he is rarely ever practically competent to take charge of a 
store, and secure a good salary, much less to conduct a business. He 
is more ambitious about getting money, than to round out his educa- 
tion by working hard for several years in some good store; and his 
greatest concern is to become a proprietor. After having saved a 
couple of hundred dollars, he finds that a certain wholesale firm is 
willing to back him. The firm leases a comer opposite an old estab- 
lished pharmacy, whose trade it has vainly sought, and therefore is 
anxious to invade the territory. The money is paid over to the firm 
by the young "proprietor," and the store is fitted up ready for busi- 
ness. It is stipulated in the agreement that all goods must be bought 
from the firm. Trade does not "pan out," and he often finds out that 
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the net profits are not as great as the clerk's salary. The principal 
profits on the goods have been retained by the wholesale firm through 
over-charging. Protest is of no use, he must continue to pay exorbi- 
tant prices, or the alternative, meet his payments promptly when due; 
in most cases he gets deeper and deeper in the mire; the wholesaler 
"has got the cinch on him," and he throws up the spong'e; the whole- 
saler keeps the money and the store. With four thousand odd regis- 
tered pharmacists, any one legally qualified to run a drug store, the 
vacancy is soon filled, and the store usually remains to compete with 
the other store across the street. Even if the receipts be only ten 
dollars per day, this trade represented perhaps the net profit of the 
older store; and the result is that two men are staying in stores six- 
teen hours a day, in order thzft they may pay their rents and their 
drug bills. Such a condition could not have g"rown up to any consid- 
erable extent before the advent of pharmacy laws, because there was 
more responsibility to assume in selecting men to take charge when 
there were no registered pharmacists. This condition is not exagger- 
ated^ at least as far as Chicago is concerned. One firm alone being 
credited with operating half a hundred drug stores "on the cinch 
plan. " Neither is this condition confined to Chicago. 

Of the effect of the operation of the law, especially upon pharma- 
ceutical education, little need be said in addition to that already ob- 
served. Its effects in this respect follows the ratio of the improvement 
in practice. While the laws have unquestionably been instrumental 
in causing the great mass of persons entering the business to g^ratify 
themselves, it has also, because of the low standard of requirements, 
caused many to abandon further study after securing enough to 
squeeze through the examinations. The laws have operated by grad- 
ually bringing up to a nearly egita? level all of those who have engaged 
in business during the past ten years. 

It is now believed, that the level has been reached; to let it re- 
main, means stagnation; to abolish the legal requirements, means a 
return to former conditions, with the loss of the benefits to the public 
and the medical profession. There is clearly, therefore, only one way 
to improve the practice and the profession. The time has come when 
some radical changes must be made in the requirements of pharma- 
ceutic practice. Now is the appointed time; remembering that in the 
language of Goethe: 

"Di ich rieff die Oetster, 
Werd ich nun nicht tos/" 

C. S, Hallberg, Ph. G. 

The President — You have heard the reading of the 
paper, gentlemen, and I presume the order will be that it 
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will be published in our proceedings. Are there any re- 
marks upon this paper ? 

Mb. Day, of Elgin— I agree with much that the gentleman has 
said as to the effect of legislation, that the noticeable effects have 
been beneficial to the public and to the medical profession, but the 
operation of the law has not resulted in financial benefit to the drug- 
gists. The passing of laws which tend to restrict competition, also 
tends to increase the advantage of capital and labor in those particu- 
lar lines, and is an invitation to capitalists and laborers in engaging 
in this business, and tends to increase the competition to such an ex- 
tent as to reduce the returns to capital and labor to the common level. 
As capital and labor engage in this pursuit competition is increased 
and the return to capital and labor is reduced to the common level, at 
the same time the increased competition for business is increased 
to such an extent as to cut off a slice of the profit at the other end. 
Such legislation only will benefit druggists as will benefit the stratum 
beneath them. 

Mr. Faulkner — Mr. President: I would like to know if patent 
medicines constitute a drug business ? When you come to sum it right 
down, it has no connection with the drug business whatever; as far as 
the cut rate is concerned, any house can cut them as they see fit. The 
druggists can do the same, but he wants dollar for dollar for all drugs 
that he puts out. When you come down to the point of the cutting 
business, it is only a side issue to the drug business. (Applause.) 

Mr. Green — If we are to follow the ideas suggested by this paper 
we had better resolve the association into a committee, and set about 
to wipe this law off the statute book if it has resulted so injuriously 
to the men who have supported it and kept it up. The data which 
should be gathered closely to discover whether or not pharmacy has 
been benefited under this law, is hard to obtain. In the first place we 
should look at the condition, now and then; remember twelve years 
ago, when this law was put into effect. We had then no data to judge 
from, except that farmers, grocers, hardware men, or any other class 
of men could put some paregoric, Epsom salts, etc., in the back part 
of their store and do a general drug business. We all remember this 
condition of affairs all over the state of Illinois, when there was no 
standard of excellence by which to judge one. We le*,rn further that 
a great many of the old line druggists who have continued in busi- 
ness, do not enjoy today a reputation for proficiency; they did not 
then either, because they were not considered by the community to 
be competent. They never got a reputation, as reliable druggists, 
but in this new revolution of things, those who by passing their exam- 
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ination, or otherwise complying with the legal requirements, come 
up and qualify today, do get a reputation and they are entitled to it, 
nine times out of ten. 

There are a great many objections to them as clerks, of course^ 
but, upon the whole, it seems to me that all these evils which have 
been enumerated here, are not traceable to the pharmacy law. 
The cut rate stores would not be debarred from putting in all kinds of 
dru^s if it were not for this law. The pharmacy law cannot regulate 
or prevent the cutting of prices'. A firm that cuts prices, gets a great 
rush of business and illustrates to the dry goods merchant, etc., that 
this is an excellent method of advertising and increasing trade, and 
they put in a stock of patents to sell for anything they can get, at 
reduced prices, just as an advertisement, and as has been suggested, 
take the patent medicine business out of pharmacy. It is a question 
whether the patent medicine business really comes under the head of 
pharmacy, and if it is not a part of the drug business, why waste any 
time with the subject ? I am unable to see sufficient reason why all 
the* evils that have been mentioned here should be charged against 
the pharmacy law. I have no doubt that those who expected ** class 
legislation " which would give them an opportunity to keep up prices, 
have been greatly disappointed. The idea that we can get a law 
passed preventing anyone but a pharmacist from owning a drug store, 
is great folly. The legislature will never pass such a law; it will 
, never build a Chinese wall around the state for the benefit of the drug 
trade. This is a free country and a man can invest his money in just 
what he pleases. I think we should hesitate before we bring undue 
odium on the law, and make legislation any more expensive or incon- 
venient than it already is. My experience before the legislative body 
is still fresh in my memory, and I know the prejudice the average 
legislator feels against granting exclusive privileges of any kind, or 
against creating **drug trusts" or "close corporations," as they call 
it, they are very jealous of the privileges they give, and will not listen 
to any proposition not looking immediately to the better security of 
the people, and very reluctantly then. 

The President — Are there any further remarks on the 
paper? I understand there are some further papers to be 
read, but I don't know as we have time for further, have we 
Mr. Secretary? 

Mb. Hallberg — Before we proceed to further business, I would like 
to say a word in response to the remarks made on the paper. The 
question of the sale of patent medicines and cut rates has not any 
reference in this paper as one who listened to it should admit. We 
consider that has nothing really to do with the particular condition. 
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Mr. Day refers to "class legislation." *'Class legislation'* is stigma- 
tized by the new gospel of diflftcult opportunities for all, special 
privileges to none. Now, under any pharmacy law, is there anything 
which deprives a man from the natural opportunities? It is not class 
legislation. It has been charged as being class legislation, and men 
who use that term do not know what class legislation means, unless he 
means an educated class, then it is right. It is to educate. Compul- 
sory education as applied to pharmacy; you might just as well declare 
that compulsory education in the public school is class education, as 
you can successfully maintain that pharmaceutical legislation for 
the purpose of conducting pharmacy is class legislation. Mr. Green 
made two statements which ought to be qualified. F^rst, with refer- 
ence to cut rates. The selling of patent medicines at cut rates was 
not started by the druggists. It was started by a man by the name 
of Totten who started a patent medicine store at cut rates near where 
I was serving my apprenticeship twenty years ago, in 1878. Now while 
we disclaim any reference to cut rate as pharmacy in the drug busi- 
ness, I take the same stand as Mr. Spengner. It does not belong to 
pharmacy, but it does belong to the drug business, and many of you 
probably could not pay your rents if you did not sell patent medicines 
Mr. Green refers to the possibility of enacting legislation which 
would require that only a registered pharmacist could own a drug 
store. That idea may be there in a general way, but it is not supposed 
that such will be the case, because we know very well that it would 
be unconstitutional, that you cannot in this country, or in any Anglo- 
Saxon country, or wherever exists the right of making contracts, you 
cannot prevent a man from putting his money in anything he pleases 
I can go out here and buy a car load of dynamite, and Uncle Sam, or 
all the governors of the states cannot prevent it; but if I want to 
move that car, if I want to lay my hands on it, they will say stop. You 
have a right to put your money into it, but you are not allowed to 
touch it. Now, that is an example. If a man wishes to put his money 
in a drug store you cannot prevent it, but you can enact laws, which 
are, that before you can handle these drugs, you have got to show 
that you are qualified to run it. Now, these suggestions are perhaps 
a little broad in their character. They are, however, from observa- 
tions gathered for a number of years and might be -regarded as 
national in their character; therefore, they are not applied to the 
state of Illinois, and if you will remember, that as I summed up the 
pharmacy laws, the public is unquestionably benefited. The medical 
profession has also in the main been benefited. The druggist has 
not, I believe, been benefited, but perhaps he has not suffered much. 
Now, then, if he has been benefited for the last fourteen years, why 
not now try and enforce, and if possible, improve things so that he 
will get a little benefit himself. Has not the time arrived? You 
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know I would not say anything to flatter you, but I do say that the 
only Board of Pharmacy in these states that has really endeavored to 
g^et at the status of the applicants for registration is the Illinois 
Board of Pharmacy. (Applause.) Instead of registering such a large 
percentage, say forty per cent or fifty per cent of the applicants, as 
they used to do four or five years ago, they have been registering 
thirty per cent — they have been registering twenty-five per cent— 
they have been registering twenty per cent. Eventually they may 
see their -way clear to register only ten per cent. Is that right? Is 
that fair? Is that justice? Simply because a man does not know 
enough to remain in that business, is that justice to these young men? 
You are doing the young men a service to put the "screws" on them, 
register them as assistants, give them a chance to get situations, and 
earn their living, don't deprive them of their bread and butter. You 
can do that very nicely under the "assistant's clause." But when a 
man comes before the Board of Pharmacy and says, " I want to become 
a registered pharmacist with the privilege of opening up a drug store 
which will add one more drug store to the thirty-four hundred we 
have already got in the state of Illinois," ask him "where he is at." (Ap- 
plause.) Find outiwhat he knows, don't let him pass the Board unless 
you think he is competent, and I can assure you that put of the forty- 
five hundred registered pharmacists, who are now safe within the veil, 
all will be with you. (Applause.) They have got nothing to lose— 
they have every thing to gain, and the public do not suffer from quali- 
fied pharmacists. (Applause.) 

Mb. Green — If you will indulge with me for just one moment,— 
I thought, early in the course of the remarks by my friend Hallberg, 
that I would have to interpose a defense here, but when I consider my 
position on the Board of Pharmacy, and the magnificent demonstra- 
tion the Board has just received, I conclude it would be ungpratef ul. Yet, 
I can see still ringing in his article, the error that he has followed for 
years, namely, " That no man should own a drug store unless he was a 
registered pharmacist," and I unwittingly selected that as the main 
idea in his paper. I tried to persuade my friend, Hallberg, some years 
ago of the folly of his opinion which he has so graciously conceded 
today. (Applause.) 

The President — ^Are there any further discussions on 
this paper? I take it for granted that you desire to finish 
up as far as possible the reports of committees, and we will 
postpone the reading of the other papers until this after- 
noon, as we will have more time then. 

On motion of Mr. Sohrbeck, further time was given for 
the reading of papers. 
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The Secretary— Jfr. President wnd Members of the Association: I 
have a report from the committee on trade interests. Mr. Bodemann 
could not be present, which he reg'rets very much; important business 
matters prevented his attendance. He sent the report of the com- 
mittee and desires it to be read to the association. 

The President — The secretary will read the report of 
the committee on trade interests and Inter-State League 
affairs. 

The secretary read the report as follows: 

To The President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Association: 

With 99® in the shade, it is indeed an interesting task to write on 
Trade Interests, especially when trade is so little interesting: as at 
present. We believe it goes without saying, that at no time in the 
history of the present generation has trade been so very, very unre- 
munerative as for the last six months or more. Whether the cause 
for this state of affairs be the "World's Fair boomerang" or the whole- 
sale emigration of city people into rural districts, or the "strikers,'* 
this knotty problem is a fit subject for the "giants of political econ- 
omy" to tackle. We deal with facts, and the facts are so eloquent 
that we need not expatiate on the painful details of hard times. Are 
the retail pharmacists doing what they can do to better their condi- 
tion? No. Look at the late strike of the American Railway Union. 
This union is composed of men far inferior to the intellectual train- 
ing and standing of our profession, and most likely the majority of 
switchmen, coal heavers, and firemen, are hardly able to read and 
write, and yet they possess the ability and grit to form an organiza- 
tion and to bring about crystallization of forces to inaugurate a strike 
that for weeks brought the whole railroad system of the country to a 
complete standstill; and yet the sufferings and wrongs that pushed 
these laborers into the tug of war are trifies compared with the 
never ceasing, always increasing sorrows and trials that we have ed- 
ucated the public to infiict on the profession of pharmacy. No other 
vocation invited the public to use them as foot-stools — nay, as their 
slaves, as we did. We keep our stores open day and night for the gra- 
tuitous accommodation of dear mankind. We act as a literary bu- 
reau of information, furnish our very expensive telephone service, 
almost exclusively for the free use of the public, and in return must 
look on complacently, as the dear public go to irresponsible "depart- 
ment stores," who make a bait of our goods, and get even in a line of 
articles that have not the face value printed on the outside. What 
have we done to stem this tide? Nothing. Fooled away time with aca- 
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demic discussions of various plans, and accomplished nothing. Why? 
Because we lack wnity and talefnt for organization. Were we united, 
any of the many plans would, and could be made a great benefit to us; 
but it is a lamentable fact that the druggists cannot be brought into 
a solid front unless yo\i figure out in plain figures that the pocket- 
book is in danger. When the druggists of Chicago stood before the 
danger of a $500 license, they were, as by magic, one solid front; but 
alas, that was the one, only, occasion. The minute you approach a 
plan that involves active, patient work, and perhaps an outlay of 
capital, then the druggists return into their shells, and out of a pos- 
sible eight hundred retailers in a city like Chicago, fifty is a mon- 
strous mass meeting on such occasions. 

We will not take up your time in discussing any of the many plans 
offered for the relief of the cut rate evil. We are satisfied that if the 
manufacturers were in earnest to protect the retailer, a way could be 
found. But it has been tried and tried and never succeeded. 

The manufacturers of patent medicines do not care what the re- 
tailers make on their stuff, and don't care who sells the nostrums, as 
long as the public buy. Why should we care for the manufacturers ? 
We should earnestly consider ways and means to rid ourselves of this 
rock of danger. And it can be done — perhaps not inside of a year, 
but it can be done, provided, however, that panacea is discovered by 
which the profession can be made half-way unanimous. And we make 
bold to urge this association to deliberate on the details of such a plan. 
True it is the public will buy so-called proprietary remedies and do- 
mestic medicines. Should a strong local organization in the city of 
Chicago, or the executive council of our state association, get up a 
line of popular remedies, such as are daily sold in our stores, put them 
under the auspices of the state or local organization, we would be in 
a position to dictate terms, create a market for the remedies, that we 
make ourselves, through our representation. 

The late Dr. Walter Hay used to specify on his prescriptions, **I 
do not want any ready-made factory pills, manufactured by some 
ignorant Irishman working at five dollars per week," and undoubtedly 
the intelligent American public will prefer family remedies, prepared 
by intelligent, educated pharmacists. The list need not comprise 
more than two dozen preparations; we could put them up neatly, pub- 
lish the formula on our labels, sell them at a fair living profit, and 
reserve the right to retail these articles exclusively to the retail 
pharmacists. Such a line of goods embracing blood purifiers, cough 
mixtures, toilet creams, dentifrices, etc., put up by reputable phar- 
macists, would soon create a demand and market throughout the 
United States. The entire margin in the business would be the bene- 
fit of our trade — we would control the output, and eventually be in 
the proud position to throw patent medicines overboard and leave 
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them a prey for cut rate department stores to fig^ht about to their 
hearts' content. This would be legitimate, we would steer clear of 
inter-state commerce law litigation, and deliver us from the greatest 
evil that ever beset our ranks. We earnestly ask for the most careful 
consideration of this suggestion. 

Much has been said of the trade mark laws of the United States, 
but little done. If we look over the field of new discoveries of syn- 
thetic remedies, we find that hardly a prescription of today is filled 
that does not pay revenue to some ingenious patent law magnate. 
The law of most all the civilized countries do not grant patents on 
remedies used in the healing art. True it is, that most countries do 
grant protection to a definite process of manufacture, but not to the 
manufactured article itself; thus, for instance, four or more processes 
for the manufacture of sulphonal are protected in Germany, but not 
the name and article itself, and in this way the laws of competition 
reduce the price of this article in Germany to the actual cost. What 
is the state here ? Sulphonal, the name and article itself is covered by 
letters patent in the United States. Not a grain could be imported 
without paying duty to the lessee, and we pay here about five times 
as much as the article is sold for at retail in Germany. The name holds 
good with the legion of the remedies of that nature. 

Phenacetine, antipyrine, antifebrine, and the rest of **ines," and 
" als," and **ols." Is this just? Is it worthy of human government 
to enact such laws ? Emphatically, no. And we would suggest that 
your association would start the ball by appointing a standing com- 
mittee for the revision of our patent laws, as to remedies used for 
medicinal purposes. Such a committee should not only carefully 
investigate the entire matter of patent laws on proprietory and syn- 
thetical remedies, but should be instructed to co-operate with all 
other sister states, and the American Pharmaceutical Association. If 
every retail pharmacist in the United States, after being thoroughly 
familiarized with the subject, would make it a point to spend a few 
hours in an educational campaign by interviewing his respective rep- 
resentative in congress, the statute books of our nation would very 
soon be freed from a stain of inhumanity, now incorporated in our 
monstrous, barbarous laws. 

We abstain from making our report a revised price list, as has 
been customary in many state associations, but once more earnestly 
bespeak your careful attention for the suggestions thrown out in our 
report. 

Energetic action along those lines cannot but benefit us all, and 
we herewith close in respectfully submitting the same to your delib- 
eration. 

Your committee is frank to admit that we have very slight hope 
that the druggists will even muster up courage enough to do what 
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must be done to better our condition. Our experience, extending over 
many years, has been, that no matter how intense the enthusiasm of 
the moment, very little is done in our association, after the election 
of officers. 

We come together, bask in the sun of mutual admiration, pass 
resolutions, and the rest is, as a rule, masterly inactivity or silence.

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To THE President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Association: 

In view of the approaching revision of the National Formulary, 
the committee is not in a position to report upon any additional for- 
mulas. However, every member present is urgently requested to send 
to the committee the names of such preparations as it would be desir- 
able to incorporate in the National Formulary. It would further 
recommend that the formulas for domestic remedies, published some 
years ago, by this association, be published in the reports of the pro- 
ceedings of this association at various times, for the convenience of 
the great many druggists who have utilized them to great advantage 
for many years. Also, that these formulas be extended and improved 
wherever desirable. 

In view of the fact of the probable revision of the National For- 
mulary in accordance with the United States Pharmacopoeia, 1890, 
that is about all the report we have to make.

THIRD SESSION. 

Wednesday Afternoon. 

The convention was called to order at 2:45 p.m., by Pres- 
ident Thiele. 

The President — The next thing in order is the report 
ot the committee on deceased members. Messrs. Fleury, 
Lester, and Carrothers constitute that committee. 

Mr. Fleury submitted the report. 

Mr. Fleury — Mr, President and Members of the Association: It is 
rather unpleasant to call upon me annually to mal^e a list of the de- 
ceased members. The list this year embraces several who were among 
the original organizers of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association, 
and I regret very much to say we lose several members who took a 
deep interest in forming this organization for the benefit of pharmacy 
and trade interests generally. As I read over the list of the names I 
wish to make a request that some member who was^ personally ac- 
quainted with any of these persons, write a short obituary notice and 
forward same to me for publication in the annual report of proceed- 
ings of this association.

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Mr. Fleury— Now, Mr. President and members of the association, 
it strikes me that something more than a simple report should be 
made; a suitable obituary notice should be published in the proceed- 
ings of this association for each person. One has been submitted by 
Mr. Knoebel in regard to Albert Moots, deceased, of East St. Louis. I 
read it for your information, and request that some individual mem- 
ber who knew these parties well, will write up a similar notice for 
publication and send to me for insertion in the proceedings. As I said 
before, among the list are several of the original organizers of this 
Pharmaceutical Association who met in Spring^eld in 1880, and it 
seems to me that a memorial page should be set aside for every one 
of these deceased members if possible. 

The President — Some member from Chicago should 
undertake to send suitable obituary notices for deceased 
members of that city. 

Mr. HAiiLBfiRO — I think if the secretary will examine obituary 
notices in the files of the leading journals of the country, he will find 
suitable notices. 

Mr. Fleury— Now, Prof. Hallberg suggests that I get these 
things from the journals. He knows what the duties of the secretary 
are and it is a pretty difficult matter to expect me to hunt up all the 
journals for these notices. Now, a notice of this kind for the pro- 
ceedings, should be written by a special friend, intimately acquainted 
with the history of these persons. I should suggest that Mr. Green 
send in a proper obituary notice of Mr. W. W. Marmon, deceased, of 
Bloomington. 

The President — Mr. Green will accept his charge, and 
Prof. Hallberg" will volunteer to furnish a notice of Mr. H. 
W. C. Martin, Chicago. You have heard the reading of the 
report on deceased members, what is your pleasure? Unless 
there are objections, it will be received and placed on file 
and published in the proceedings. 

The President — The next thing in order is the Board 
of Pharmacy records.

The President — You have heard the reading of the 
report, gentlemen. Unless there are objections, it will be 
received and placed on file. The next thing in order is the 
report of the committee on reorganization. 

The Secretary — Some few weeks ago I sent a notice to Mr. Henry 
Goetz, of Chicago, chairman of the committee. It was understood 
that Mr. Goetz would be here, but he didn't **get" here. May be he 
will yet. However, I will say for the benefit of the members of the 
association, and so far as I am concerned, I had really forgotten I was 
on this committee. Perhaps that will seem a little funny to you, still 
I have been working on this reorganization for the past year, and 
there is a great deal of work connected with it too. We have no 
written report, a mistake on my part, of course. I will take occasion 
here to call attention of the members to the constitution and by-laws 
(here they are, come up and get a copy for future reference) to the 
articles in the by-laws and the constitution that were amended. 

Section 3, Article 3 was amended at the last meeting of this asso- 
ciation, August 16, 1893, to read as follows: 

'*Any pharmacist in good professional and moral standing, who 
shall have attained the age of twenty-one years, residing in the state, 
whether in business for himself or in the employ of another pharma- 
cist, shall be eligible to membership." 

Article 1, Section 1 of the by-laws were amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

"Every member shall pay annually into the hands of the secretary 
the sum of one dollar. Any one in arrears at the annual meeting shall 
not be entitled to vote, and any one neglecting to pay said dues for 
three successive years, shall lose his membership." 

These are the amendments that were adopted last year, and this 
is the constitution and by-laws that is in force at the present time. 
Under the provision, I sent out a membership blank — 400 R. P.'s 
They were mailed by order of the Board of Pharmacy in the annual 
notice sent out in November, 1893. In response to them I received 
possibly 380 or 386. Quite a number of the persons signed the mem- 
bership blanks but did not enclose any money to pay association dues. 
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Some-said they did not want to belong to the association; others did not 
report. There were 371 who sent in their money. After a while three 
of these that had si^ed the membership blank and sent in the money 
wrote and wanted to know why they did not get their certificates from 
the Board of Pharmacy for 18d4. I replied that they had not paid 
their annual fee. They wrote that they had intended to pay the fee 
to the Board, and not the association fee, and of course, I had to cor- 
rect the books. That left 368 persons who had paid their annual dues 
for 1893-4, and was all the collections for the past year. We have 
paid our debts and have $157.01 on hand prior to this meeting, so the 
reorganization under this plan has barely started. We hope to secure 
at least five or six hundred good reliable persons who will take an inter- 
est in this association and pay their annual dues, attend the meetings, 
and do what they can to further the best interests of pharmacy and 
trade interests. It is unfortunate, it seems to me, in a great state like 
Illinois with a large body of intelligent men as pharmacists, that they 
take so little interest in their annual association meeting. It is unfor- 
tunate to my mind for this reason: If the druggists of this state 
would take a proper interest as those that are present here today are 
doing, we could make our association valuable in doing good for the 
cause of pharmacy and humanity as well. I have always worked hard 
for the benefit of pharmacy. I have felt that in doing so, I was doing 
my brother pharmacists some good. There is a selfish side to this 
organization, in the sense that we are trying to benefit the profession 
and benefit ourselves. There is no question but that this association 
has done a great deal of good towards pharmaceutical education in 
the state of Illinois. I am quite satisfied that the attendance in the 
colleges in the city of Chicago and city of St. Louis has largely 
increased since the pharmacy law was passed. In place of one college 
in Chicago, there are two well established, well appointed colleges, doing 
a thriving business and educating young men to a better understanding 
of the branches of pharmacy, chemistry, etc. St. Louis gets a great 
many young men from the southern part of the state. It seems to me 
that if the proper interest was taken in the reorganization, if every 
member of this association who is here today would make an effort in 
his own town to get as many of the others to join, we would have a 
strong, formidable association. There is a lack of interest in that 
respect; you should not expect one person to do this work. Each indi- 
vidual ought to make it a point to get his neighbors to join. So far as 
the committee on the reorganization is concerned, they have done 
very little in regard to this reorganization matter. The secretary has 
worked, not as a member of the committee, but as he was instructed 
to do by the executive committee, and has secured all the members he 
could. I am the only one of the committee, but would recommend 
that the individual members of this association, those that take an 
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interest in it, try and secure others to send in their dues, and then 
they will feel as though they belong to it. There is nothing like a 
moneyed institution; before when we didn't pay dues, we gofBO we did 
not care anything about it. There is a very nice attendance here and I 
believe that if the proper interest is taken by each individual mem- 
ber, we wilt come out all right. We start out with a great many who 
have paid their dues, and hope all who are here will pay their dues 
for the coming year and get as many more as they can to pay. We 
have enough money to issue a report for 1893, together with meeting 
the other expenses. The reason the report of 1893 was not issued was 
because there wasn't anything in the proceedings of very great 
importance. During the collection of the annual dues, the executive 
committee did not feel authorized to expend money for that purpose 
until the association got in more money. There is nothing further, I 
believe, only to request that more interest be taken in getting mem- 
bers who will pay annual dues and attend the meetings. 

The President — Are there any further remarks upon 
this subject? 

Prof. Hallberg— Mr. Chairman, I move that the favorable re- 
port of the member of the committee be accepted, and that instead 
of a committee of reorganization, a committee on membership be 
chosen for the coming year. The number may be sufficient for the 
present — five. Motion carried that the favorable report of Mr. Fleury 
be accepted, and that the committee on membership be appointed for 
the coming year. 

Dr. Hatch — Mr. President, my experience has been that a com- 
mittee can do very little work in the line without the assistance of 
the members, and I would suggest that every member of this associ- 
ation consider himself an agent of this committee to get out and se- 
cure new members. 

Prof. Hallberg— :1 would like to have it understood that this com- 
mittee on membership solicits the co-operation of all the traveling 
men in the state — get them interested in presenting the advantages 
of membership in the association to the druggists, and I think they 
would have a better opportunity than any of the single members of 
the association. Motion carried. 

The President — Report of the committee on aprentice- 
ship is next in order. 

The secretary read the following letter from Mr. A. A. 
Culver, of Momence, chairman committee on apprenticeship: 
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MOMENCE, August 13, 1894. 
F. Fleury, Secretary I. P. A., Peoria: 

Bear Fleury. — Just at the last minute, almost, I find that I cannot 
go to Peoria. My registered man has been away for some time, and 
will not return in time for me to gt) to the meeting. The other fel- 
lows on the committee on apprenticeship did not come to time, al- 
though I wrote them for pointers; so, at the last moment, 1 have 
written out a short report, that you will please present. I hope you 

will all have a great time. Your friend,

The secretary then read the report of the committee on 
apprenticeship: 

To THE President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical 

Association: 

Not hearing, from my colleagues on this committee, I can only 
give, without any pretense to originality, my own ideas upon the sub- 
ject. In fact I do not know that anything can be said on the subject 
of apprenticeship, for it has been discussed from about all standpoints. 
But as you are assembled for the purpose of discussing all questions 
that are of interest to pharmacy, and as this subject still remains an 
important one, it is in our line of work that we consider the question 
carefully, and consult together as to the best course to follow in 
selecting our assistants. Whatever has been said before on the sub- 
ject, the fact still remains, that the. apprentice of to-day will be the 
registered pharmacist of to-morrow, and he will take his place in the 
ranks according to his natural abilities and education; therefore, if 
we are to expect better skill, better general education, better busi- 
ness methods in the coming pharmacist, we must look to the appren- 
tice of today for the fulfillment of such expectations, for pharmacy 
hereafter will be what its representatives make it — ^just as it is to- 
day. 

In the past it has been too much the custom to select our as- 
sistants from that class of young men who have, by force of circum- 
stances, been obliged to seek employment before completing even a 
common school education; antecedents, adaptability, and general ed- 
ucation being ignored. 

While from this class there has occasionally come an accomplished 
pharmacist, it is because of great natural abilities, united to an un- 
tiring energy with an ambition to excel, and is no criterion to judge 
other applicants by. 

The course of the averajge high school with its three years of 
Latin and the sciences, and two years in higher mathematics, including 
other useful studies, gives a good foundation upon which to build up a 
pharmaceutical education, and a very good plan to follow when in 
want of an apprentice, is to look for him in the graduating classes of 
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our high schools. Consult the teachers of these classes, for you can 
learn much of them and their habits, tastes, and the general merits of 
the young men, and then make your selection, provided, of course, 
that the young man is anxious to take up the study of pharmacy. 

If, in making your selection, you have secured a young man of 
good and industrious habits, combined with a taste for scientific 
study, you have secured a prize, and you will never regret your 
choice. 

You now become the tutor. In addition to his instruction in the 
ordinary routine work of the store and of elementary pharmacy, 
instruct him as to good business methods, the value of economizing 
time, etc. Teach him also that, though dollars are very desirable, 
a good reputation is much the better of the two; that an honest and 
able pharmacist with a few dollars, is much the wealthier in all that 
makes this life worth living, than he with many dollars that have 
bejen made by dishonest methods. Teach him to be extremely partic- 
ular in all detail work that he may eventually become a skillful dis- 
penser in all that the words imply. Be his friend and counseller at 
all times. Do not expect him to be a white-robed saint, for his pre- 
ceptor before him may have been one of the boys in the past, and 
*' consistency is a jewel," they say. 

Give him a half day*s leisure, including an evening, each week, 
even if it is a little inconvenient for you to do so, for he will appre- 
ciate it and repay you well in better work for the privilege. 

The above may seem to be rather far-fetched, yet I believe is not 
over-drawn. At any rate, we can safely trust our profession to such 
young men with the assurance that its interests will be carefully and 
intelligently guarded. I am of the opinion, also, that to a young man, 
such as I have described, a two-years' apprenticeship is sufficient; 
that in this length of time he should be competent to take charge of 
the pharmacy during the temporary absence, a day or so, of the pro- 
prietor, and that the examination of the assistant should be of a 
character that will prove his competency in a limited sense only; that 
is, in the sense that he is proven to be a safe person to leave in charge 
of the store temporarily. 

In fact, I do not believe in an examination of the assistant at all, 
for, after all said and done, the intelligent preceptor is a much better 
judge of the assistant's qualifications than any pharmacy board, 
however thorough they can be. 

For the registered pharmacist or proprietor, however, I believe in 
an extremely thorough examination, one that covers well the whole 
field of pharmacy and all that pertains to it. This will prevent the 
rapid increase of drug stores and place the profession upon a more 
profitable footing than it occupies at present. 

A. A. Culver, Chairman Committee 
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The President — If there is no objection, this report will 
be received and published. We will now hear the report of 
the State Board of Pharmacy. 

Mr. Fleury— Jfr. PresideifU and Members of the lUinois Pkarmaceuti- 
cal Association: I have the honor to present to you the report of the 
State Board of Pharmacy for the year 1893. It also includes the finan- 
cial statement of 1893, which would haturally appear in the 1894 re- 
port. (Sec page 62.) In the report I will read, "It is required by the 
Board of Pharmacy to make a report to the governor and the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical Association." The total number of registrations un- 
der section 2, under the experience clause, was 90; the registered 
pharmacists by examination, 266; renewals, 3,963; original registra- 
tion of assistant pharmacists under the experience clause (three 
years service under registered pharmacists), 154; assistant pharma- 
cists by examination, 252; renewals, 820. The total receipts for 1893 
was $7,876.00. The total expenditures for 1893 was $7,896.62. 

You will find on pages 62 to 67, inclusive, of the 1893 report of the 
State Board of Pharmacy (printed copies of the report have deen dis- 
tributed to all present), a full account of receipts and expenditures 
for 1893 in detail. The report contains proceedings of the Board for 
1893, and names of all registered pharmacists and registered assist- 
ant pharmacists, arranged by counties, also alphabetically arranged. 

I believe, Mr. President, this is all that is necessary upon this 
subject. 

The President — You have heard the report, unless 
there are objections, it will be placed on file. Reports of 
delegates to other State Pharmaceutical Associations is now 
in order. The delegates are Dr. H. Lee Hatch and Thomas 
Knoebel. 

Dr. Hatch made the following report of delegates to the 
Missouri Pharmaceutical Association: 

To THE President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Association: 

The untimely death of Mr. Martin, of Chicago, and tHe unavoid- 
able detention of Mr. Knoebel, of East St. Louis, left the writer as 
the only representative from Illinois at the Missouri Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

On arriving, you are astonished at the hearty welcome, and the 
"make you feel at home" atmosphere that pervades everywhere; each 
member has instilled into him that he runs the association, and upon 
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him rests the success of the meeting; with this tutorage and the 
happy faculty of entertaining, both mentally and physically, it is no 
wonder their meetings are a success. Missouri boasts, and truly 60,of 
having the largest attendence of any state meeting in the Union; I 
think, from what I could observe, three things bring about this result. 

First, they have a thoroughly organized traveling men's annex; 
each drummer is, as it were, an agent of the association, soliciting new 
members, collecting dues, and telling all what a good time they had 
last year, and how much better it will be next. For this work the as- 
sociation gives them one day over which they have entire control, and 
it is devoted to sport and amusement, making one of the most enjoy- 
able features of the meeting. They also have an entertainment com- 
mittee, whose business it is to arrange for all the fun, welcome visitors, 
introduce them to each other, and play the agreeable generally, and 
since the foundation of the association there has never been charges 
of incompetency preferred against any member of the committee and 
all visitors have been loud in their praise. 

The association devotes three hours morning and afternoon each 
day for the reading of reports, papers, and queries, etc., and a better 
constructed and more instructive program I have never heard at any 
drug meeting, and I only wish that more of our members could have 
been with me. Respectfully submitted,

The President — Are there any other reports from 
delegates to the pharmaceutical association. 

The Secretary — Mr, President and Members of the AssociaMon: The 
committee on prize essays have sent in their report; they were granted 
further time, under the regular order of business. 

The President — The secretary will read the report of 
the committee on prize essays, which consists of Messrs. 
Hattenhauer, Boyd, and Wright. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Association : 

Your committee on prize essays beg leave to report that no papers 
have been presented to them for consideration. From the elaborate 
report made by Prof. A. E. Ebert, at the meeting in Springfield, in 
1892, we find that this matter was referred to a special committee, 
consisting of A. E. Ebert, G. M. Bennett, and G. H. Sohrbeck. We 
have no further data before us; would respectfully recommend inas- 
much as the association is now on a safe financial basis, that the above 
committee be requested to complete its work, and the funds retained 
for the purposes originally intended.

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The President — ^You have heard the report, what is 
your pleasure ? 

A motion was made that the report be received and or- 
dered published. 

The President — I desire to state, for the benefit of the 
members, that the prize essay fund, as it is at present, con- 
sists of three bonds of $100 each, bearing $15 interest, and 
one bond of $50, bearing annually $2. It seems that this 
interest has in former years been diverted but during the 
last year we collected $17 interest and added to the $350, 
which makes a prize essay fund of $367. I do not know 
as it would be policy for the association to restore the prize 
essay fund at present. As it is we have now $367. We will 
receive during the coming year $17 more, which will give us 
$34 aside from the bond. You have heard the reading of 
the report of the committee and if there are no objections, 
it will be received and place^ on file. 

Mr. Sohrbeck recommends that the new committee be 
instructed to make a tabulated report on a certain number 
of prescriptions. 

Mb. Hallberg— If the chairman wi41 allow me, it is, I believe, 
suggested to take up the idea begun about eight years ago when Mr. 
Ebert had some fourteen or fifteen thousand prescriptions taken in 
about a dozen places in the state, and the method followed was taking 
a thousand prescriptions consecutively from the file and then taking 
all the items in them and tabulating them for the purpose of finding 
out to what extent the official preparations are prescribed in the state, 
and incidentally, the unofficial, and also, incidentally, the percentage 
of proprietary preparations that enter into the prescriptions. The 
committee would have the tables that are published in the report of 
the proceedings of 1886 to go by, which would very much facilitate the 
work. 

The President — Now you have heard the suggestion, 
unless there are any other remarks, the same will be pub- 
lished in the proceedings. There is a committee on adul- 
terations. 

Mr. Hogan — I have no report. I did not know until about two 
weeks ago that I was on the committee. 
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The President — The way I understand this, the sta- 
tionery for the association was printed about four months 
ago, and the chairman and members of the committee re- 
ceived stationery, and the letter heads having thereon a list 
of the officers of the association and also members of the 
committees. It was supposed that each member receiving 
such stationery would look down and see who was the chair- 
man and committee of the association, and find the names 
of the committee where he was placed. It seems that some 
of the gentlemen did not receive this stationery, and the 
consequence is that some of the committees have not re- 
ported as they should. The next thing in order will be the 
report of special committee on executive committee's, sec- 
retary's, and treasurer's reports. 

The special committee to examine the executive com- 
mittee's, secretary's, and treasurer's reports, made the fol- 
lowing report: 

Peoria, 111., August 15, 1894. 

To THE President and Members of the I. P. A.: 

Your committee, to whom was referred the reports of the execu- 
tive committee, secretary, and treasurer, have examined the several 
reports and find them correct. It is recommended that the bond of the 
treasurer be canceled, and that the president of this association be- 
come custodian of the bonds belonging to the Prize Essay Fund until 
a new treasurer is elected and qualifies.

On motion, the reports are accepted and placed on file. 

The President — Is the special committee on president's 
address ready to report? 

Mr. Knoebel — I respectfully present the following: 
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To THE Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Assocxation: 

Ladiea and Gfentlemen. — Your committee, to whom the president's 
address has been referred, respectfully present the following report 
thereon : 

The reference to the plan of reorganization is approved and the 
committee shares the views of the president, that this association is 
now on the road to success. It suggests that a committee on member- 
ship be appointed and that a strong effort be made to interest the 
druggists of the state and that sufficient funds be realized to pay all 
expenses of the association, including the cost of the publication of 
the report of the annual proceedings, promptly after the meeting. 

The recommendation is approved that the Board of Pharmacy 
compel applicants for registration, under section 2 of the pharmacy 
law, to furnish proof of their knowledge of chemistry, pharmacy, 
materia medica, and toxicology, the manufacture of preparations, 
and the compounding of prescriptions, and to refuse registration to 
all applicants whose attainments in these branches of professional 
knowledge are not equal to the requirements for registration under 
section 4 of the law. 

The committee considers that the second paragraph of section 2 
is a contradiction of the first paragraph, and believe in the principle 
of equal opportunities for all, special advantages to none. 

The suggestion relative to the best methods of fighting the cutter, 
that pharmacists sell their own preparations, is approved. 

The manufacture of a line of domestic medicines by a company 
composed of members of this association is believed to be feasible and 
the same is referred to the committee on trade interests for the com- 
ing year. 

The suggestion that another national society for counsel be 
formed from the state associations is not believed to be either desir- 
able or practicable. It is believed that the section on commercial in- 
terests of the American Pharmaceutical Association should pass on 
questions of trade interests that cannot be solved by local associa- 
tions. 

The A. Ph. A. would, no doubt, be more representative and do more 
effective work in this direction if it was a delegate body. 

The advice as to the uncertainty of proposed legislation during the 
coming legislature is believed to be sound, and that the enforcement 
of the present law, as here advised, is ample for the present needs of 
pharmacy and the protection of the public. While the opinion of the 
president is shared, that the special examination, as at present con- 
ducted, is not detrimental to the best interests of the profession, still, 
it believes that such procedure is scarcely in harmony with the good 
work ol the Board and should preferably in the near future be aban- 
doned. 
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In presenting this result of its deliberations the committee can 
only voice the sentiments of every member in thanking the president 
for his concise, clear-cut, and logical presentation of the adverse con- 
ditions that affect the trade and profession in this state.

Mr. Green moved that so much of the committee's report 
as pertains to registration under section 2, be ordered 
stricken out. 

Mr. Green — Mr. President and Members of the Associatmi : The 
reason I make that motion, is because I understand by the presi- 
dent's report and the report of this committee, that you are asking 
the Board of Pharmacy to do that which the statute not only does 
not warrant, but which we would be prevented from doing. We have 
no authority for making any such requirement under section 2. 

It is purely a question of experience and qualification, and when 
we are satisfied that the applicant has had the experience, and have 
no reasonable doubt as to his competency, we will be compelled, un- 
der this section, to register him. If I am right, we are placing our- 
selves in a ridiculous attitude, in asking the Board of Pharmacy to do 
that which is not only unwarranted, but in direct violation of the 
statute. 

I am not any more in favor of this provision than any man in this 
hall. I never have been in favor of experience qualification as a stan- 
dard, and yet this action was, and is, a necessity. 

I met the requirements of the Board of Pharmacy by passing the 
examination when I entered pharmacy, and I had then seven years 
experience. I presume I feel like that great class of forty-one hun- 
dred druggists in Illinois when they get inside the rail, they want the 
standard raised *'out of sight.'' But at the same time, we, the Board, 
are sworn officers of the law and have a solemn duty to perform, and 
we cannot disregard the provisions of this section, but when it comes 
to the examination of candidates, then our responsibility begins in 
earnest, and we undertake, by a rational, practical examination, to 
discover the attainments of the candidate by a personal acquaint- 
ance with his attainments; then, if he meets our requirements, he gets 
his certificate. The question of increasing or decreasing competition 
is not to be entertained by the Board of Pharmacy — that is not one of 
our functions — and would not be tolerated by the people or the legis- 
lature. It is not for us to consider whether there is room for another 
drug store in a place, or whether there are now too many. But the 
only question we can entertain is, whether, in our opinion, after a 
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careful examination, the candidate is, or is not, competent. The 
marked increase in pharmical knowledge of the present applicant 
over those of former years naturally calls for closer requirements on 
the part of the Board, and we will undertake to keep the standard of 
requirement raised in keeping with the times and the changes, so 
that in this way competition may be reduced; but this must be inci- 
dent to the main idea and duty of the Board, and by no means its 
chief object. I do not contemplate the law as this committee does. 
In the first place, when this law was amended, the conference com- 
mittee which agreed on the bill which subsequently became a law, 
had to recognize time qualification, because all over Illinois men 
were doing business constantly every day contrary to the rigid 
rules of the old law. Men advanced in years and experience claimed 
that they could not come up and pass the technical examination 
which was required by the Board of Pharmacy at that time, but were 
safe, practical druggists, and they made up a considerable number of 
voters of the state, and, of course, had their influence with the mem- 
bers of the legislature; they were united in their claim and had to be 
recognized. I believe they were right in demanding it, all things 
considered. They assumed that it was not asking too much to let 
them register as pharmacists on their experience. This was nearly 
eight years after the law went into force, and I want to say to you 
that they averaged three or four years more experience than those 
who were in business when the law took effect. Those who were 
merely in the employ of the proprietor when the law was passed, would 
act as assistants until three years later, when this association, 
through its committee, secured a change in the law so that these 
same assistants were recognized as full fledged pharmacists on expe- 
rience; so that the five or six years experience qualification required 
under section 2 today, does not seem so very outrageous in view of the 
precedent established by this very association when the law was less 
than three years old. It is not«every man who has an opportunity or 
memory that will enable him to read and retain sufficient theoretical 
knowledge of pharmacy to come up before a board and pass an ex- 
amination on theory alone. The law was agreed upon by this confer- 
ence committee, of which I spoke, represented by every senatorial 
district in Illinois. The original draft of the law read "seven years 
experience," and that is what we agreed upon, but the legislature cut 
it down to five years, so great was the demand for it. They had to 
have that law; it was that or repeal. 

The Board of Pharmacy have undertaken to strengthen that sec- 
tion in every way they could consistent with their power, but they 
have been obliged to be reasonable, and yet they have felt that they 
ought to be severe, or at least strict, to prevent being imposed upon. 
Now, in reading this section you will observe that every person is en- 
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titled to register who has had a certain number of years experience. 
Section 2. *^Any person shall be entitled to be regfistered as a regis- 
tered pharmacist, within the meaning of this act, who shall be a 
licentiate in pharmacy, or shall furnish satisfactory evidence to the 
State Board of Pharmacy that he has had five years practical experi- 
ence in compounding drugs in a drug store or pharmacy, where the 
prescriptions of medical practitioners are compounded." We put a 
saving clause in the statute here so that the Board would not be im- 
posed upon by a rigid rule, that if a case ever came into a court of 
law on a writ of mandamus, to compel the Board to issue a certificate 
on a formal complaint, we might possibly supply some defense. For 
the law provides that "the said Board shall have the right to refuse 
registration to applicants whose examination or credentials are not 
satisfactory evidence of their competency and qualification. This 
provision shall also apply to the registration of assistant pharmacists 
hereinafter mentioned," but if we undertake now to violate that stat- 
ute by demanding too much, an examination, for instance, as your 
committee desire, we will be called down immediately, and I tell you 
right now, you can resolute here to the end of your session, and 
the Board of Pharmacy cannot obey you — you are simply holding 
yourselves in a ridiculous attitude; the Board of Pharmacy cannot, and 
will not require examination under section 2. The Board is simply a 
creature of the statute, and their duties are circumscribed by its pro- 
visions; they are not appointed to make the law, but to administer it; 
they take their power from the statute only, not from this association, 
and it does not give them power to compel examination under section 2. 
Our rules must be general; we cannot make fowl of one and fish of 
another, and we cannot make a general rule which would be so directly 
contrary to the letter and spirit of section 2. 

We are with you, gentlemen, in trying to keep from being im- 
posed upon by this section. But you have not had the experience in 
trying to administer the pharmacy law that we have had, and know 
little of the difficulties we encounter. 

The conditions are so varied, you can hardly imagine them. We 
want your criticism, and we want your advice. We are not supposing 
we know more than you, but we have had greater opportunity for ob- 
servation and our duty compels us to careful thought and cautious 
action. 

We have studied our obligations to the state of Illiijois, and we 
think we know our duty. The Board of Pharmacy is made up of men 
experienced in pharmacy, and we do not believe that an apprentice 
in pharmacy begins to compound drugs and medicines as contem- 
plated by the law, in an independent manner, until he has been at 
least a year in a drug store, and that is why we have made the six 
year rule, which is general. 
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One must have five years experience in compounding^ under a reg- 
istered pharmacist, and we will not count that as experience in com- 
pounding until he has had at least twelve months apprenticeship. 
We cannot require an examination on materia medica, chemistry, 
and pharmacy as an examination. 

Now, gentlemen, the real question is, whether the Board of Phar- 
macy believes that the man is competent after he has complied with 
all the formal requirements. When he does make us believe that he is 
competent, it then becomes our duty to register him, no matter what 
business interests may be affected. We are not friendly to this sec- 
tion, as a standard, and we say it boldly. In two or three cases we 
have undertaken to compel men to come before some one or two mem- 
bers of the Board of Pharmacy to confer with them on subjects of 
pharmacy, not to take them through a rig^d examination on phar- 
macy, but that they, the Board, may be satisfied in their own mind, 
that the young man is competent. We have done that in a great 
many instances — ^it is a stretch of authority perhaps, but it is to pre- 
vent imposition on the part of the applicant, and injustice on ours; he 
might come miles and miles and fail to pass the technical examina- 
tion, when he was really competent to run a store, in a practical way. 

Now, in view of what I have undertaken to explain, I do not think 
it is wise to adopt the report of the committee on that section. I do 
not think it is fair. It is a matter of questionable discretion, and if 
you will excuse me, Mr. President, I may be a little out of the way, 
but there is one thing that I should like to have corrected, if I am 
straight in the matter. I did not hear your report read, but I gather 
from the morning papers on your report, that, in the year 1890, we 
registered so many people that in a few years the business would, at 
that rate, be so overdone by competition that the business would not 
pay any longer, and on that point you cite that in the year 1890 the 
renewals were 2,400. 

The President — Mr. Green, will you excuse me, but 
that was an error of the type- writer in making the report; 
but the growth in these five years is about 600 or 700. 

Mr. Green — The point I want to make is, that in the year 1890 
there were 3,455 renewals; new registrations, 224; in 1891, 3,603 renew- 
als and 300 new registrations. Now, that would seem to be a gain of 
300, but we have lost in the meantime 76, so that we gained only 148. 
In the year 1892, the registration was 3,810; and new registrations 
were 319; those who continued in the business 287, but we lost 93; net 
gain, 226. In 1893, the renewals were, 3,963; registration, 346; we lost 
193 and gained 153. In 1894, renewals, 4,107; we gained 191. We don't 
know how many we will lose this year. 

The gain of druggists has been annually less than two for every 
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county, including Cook, which is certainly not abnormal nor excessive 
and does not mean that many new stores, but that many registered 
pharmacists. 

The year before the World's Fair was opened, began a period of 
stimulation in and about Chicago. The result was that drug clerks 
flocked to Chicago, to take these examinations, by the score. The 
Board of Pharmacy never had so much to do before, and I hope 
they will never have so much to do again. 

During the World's Fair all these people rushed there, and were 
satisfied to get temporary lodging, and temporary positions, the bet- 
ter to see the Fair, and that accounts for a great deal of this addi- 
tional registration. 

Now, in the additions, as I have shown, considering the increase of 
population in Illinois, the increase of pharmacists does not need to 
give you gentlemen any alarm. This pharmacy law was not originated 
to make a close corporation of druggists in Illinois, and it is not our 
business, gentlemen, to hold the standard so high as to shut out com- 
petition; yet, I pledge you my word, we have been constantly raising 
the standard ever since I hiave been on the Board. 

The practical examination we are giving today, is so much more 
severe than what we have had before that there is absolutely no com- 
parison. 

I would resign immediately rather than to go back to the other 
form, and although this law and examination is not perfect, it is in 
the right direction. 

I hope you will excuse me for taking up so much time of the asso- 
ciation in the discussion of this subject, but I will say that these ques- 
tions are worrying the members of the Board of Pharmacy. 

I want you to understand that we are trying to administer this 
law impartially to all parties and interests concerned, and so far as I 
know, there is not a single case of registration under section 2, which 
does not show a complete prima fade case, the documents for which 
are on file in the se^cretary's office, in Springfield. 

I don't think you should do anything unwittingly that would make 
our burdens heavier. It is sometimes a careless suggestion, or one 
that is not thought of very much, that gives us the most difficulty, 
and it is just for this reason that I have begged the indulgenee of the 
association to such an unusual extent in these remarks. The recom- 
mendations of the president and committee seem unbusiness-like to me. 

There are a great many things to be considered in the enforce- 
ment of the law, of which you have not had occasion to think. We 
must ever bear in mind that the fundamental idea or advantage of a 
pharmacy law is to elevate your profession, but, at the same time, 
while we are considering our own advantage first, we are bound to 
consider the rights of those who are wanting to enter the business as 
well. (Applause.) 
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Dr. BouRSCHBaDT — I am very sorry to have heard the remarks of 
this gentleman. It seems to me that you are going backward instead 
of forward. I was a member of the committee that drew up the orig- 
inal pharmacy law. I know what it was intended to mean. If, after 
you have had the law enforced fifteen years, you cannot compel a 
man to prove that he knows his business, I think it is time to quit. 
We have had a law in the state of Illinois for fifteen years. You got 
the law for no other purpose than to raise the standard of pharmacy. 
You didn't want a man to come in here and open up a store because he 
had been in business for five years. There are things in this law, and 
those who were with me at the time— in 1880 — when we tried to get this 
law through, they knew that we could not encorporate. We had to take 
what we could get, and it was very little. Now you have had this law 
for fifteen years, and it ^las acted fairly well, and if there ever was a 
time whep the standard of pharmacy of Illinois should be elevated, it 
is now, when your stores are overrun with all kinds of patent medi- 
cines. Make a man show that he knows something about chemistry 
and pharmacy. Do not let him register unless he is competent to be 
so; and the only way to do that is to make a man show he has studied 
chemistry, materia medica, etc., and knows what he is doing. I am 
very sorry that I heard these remarks. We had just such remarks 
fifteen years ago, and we had a hard time to get a law on account of 
such speeches as this. 

The President — Any further remarks, gentlemen, upon 
this subject? 

Mr. Garrison— If I understand the criticisms, the duties of the 
members of the Board of Pharmacy is not to enact laws, but it is to 
enforce laws, and I agree with Mr. Green that it would be putting 
them in a ridiculous position if we were to instruct, or resolute, or to 
pass resolutions instructing the State Board of Pharmacy to do that 
which is in direct violation of the laws of Illinois, and a law over which 
they have no control. It would be placing them in a very ridiculous 
light. They are put there for the purpose of enforcing, and not en- 
acting laws, and I believe they are in favor of raising the standard. 
I don't believe the standard today compares with fifteen years ago. I 
believe the standard is much higher than it was fifteen years ago, ten 
years ago, or five years ago. I believe to pass those resolutions would 
be absurd. 

The President — Are there any further remarks upon 
this subject? 

Mr. Hallberg — It seems to me that as a member of the commit- 
tee I will have something to say about this. If I can read English 
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(although I am a foreigner), I think that any man who reads section 
two (the second paragraph of section two)/^The said board shall have 
the right to refuse registration to applicants whose examination or 
credentials are not satisfactory evidence of their competency." — 
now, if that is not clear English, and if it does not in fact, contradict 
the first paragraph of section two, I confess that I can't understand 
**Engii8h as she is writ." The Board of Pharmacy heard Mr. Green 
acknowledge that the second paragraph was incorporated in that sec- 
tion, to give the board leeway, for example, if you will permit me; 
that when some old druggists want to open a drug store, or put in a 
stock of drugs in addition to a general grocery store in some little 
town, that under this leeway, if he had cme-half the requisites, six 
years' experience, they could register him as a registered pharmacist. 
Now, the evidence shows that about one-fourth, more than one-fourth, 
nearly one-third, of the druggists that are registered as pharmacists 
each year, are ^registered under this section. Is that just? Is that 
fair? In fact, it is not just — it is unconstitutional. It is extending 
privileges to some that others have no right to share, and there is no 
law that can stand on such a basis. In the first place, I want to say 
that Mr. Green made a statement, ^^that not a single man }ia8 been 
registered under this experience clause, unless the board was 
thoroughly satisfied as to his competency." I am compelled now to 
state, that I know of one case where a young colored boy was regis- 
tered because he had been the porter in a drug store, and because he 
had had ten years experience. I refer to Montrose W. Rankin, who 
was registered about three years ago, and served as porter in a drug 
store at State and Jackson streets. Now there may be more cases, I 
do not know, but here is one, and that is enough for me. It is now 
necessary for me to go into the cause that led in the change of the 
original pharmacy law. What was the condition in 1887? There were 
no registered assistants. When a man had a drug store and was a 
registered pharmacist, h*e either had to have a registered pharmacist 
as clerk if he left that place for only one or two hours, or violate the 
law. There were no assistants. What of the result? I am going to 
give names and dates, gentlemen, for I do not make any statements 
unless I can back them up. We had a secretary by the name of 
Chas. W. Day at that time, who had a relative by the name of King 
I think. This relative, who was a lawyer, went through the state of 
Illinois, and wherever he found a man running a little drug store — 
because he did not have a registered pharmacist in charge, because 
he could not afford at that time to pay $75 a month for a registered 
pharmacist (more than he could make himself) and because he had to 
go out for an hour, this man would swoop down upon him and have 
him fined $50 and costs. In the year 1888, 104 prosecutions were 
made, and $50 fine and costs in each case, and $5,2(X) fines and $1,000 
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for costs was taken out of the pockets of the druggists of Illinois 
One-half of these fines went to this man '^King," and the other half, 
presumably, to the school board. 

That created such animosity against the law, that the druggists 
said that they would not stand this thii^g any longer. All these men 
who were fined in 1892 were willing to spi^nd at least $10 a piece and 
do most anything in order to defeat the law which had held them up 
to scorn and ridicule to the public in their locality. What can they 
expect? The result was that a movement was started down in Mat- 
toon to change this law. First, an assistant clause was incorporated, 
which was proper and just, which should have been from the begin- 
ning, and then we would have had no trouble. This experience clause 
was put in for the very reason stated by Mr. Green, Now, then, the 
conditions adopted by the president with reference to the competi- 
tion by the great increase of druggists and drug stores of this state, 
are fiooding the market. I do not know what caused it; but the drug 
business is probably about in as poor a financial condition as any other 
business in the state. Now we are met with this condition which re- 
quires that we must, in order to save ourselves — having sacrificed our- 
selves for the benefit of the poor public — it is now our duty and time 
and opportunity to circumscribe and reduce the number of men that 
will have the privilege to open up drug stores in every possible legiti- 
mate way, and I say strike out the experience cause. I think from 
what I see that it is only proper that we should advance. We are 
standing still, and I admit that the methods and practical examina- 
tions that have been followed by the Board for the last two or three 
years, has been a great advantage to the practical examination as 
instituted by the Board, because the men with five or six years expe- 
rience would have a chance to pass it at any time. Members of the 
Board have told me time and again, that where the old experienced 
druggist comes before the Board, and cannot pass a theoretical exam- 
ination credible, and possibly not obtain registration under the expe- 
rience claiise, he goes up before that examining committee, under 
the supervision of Mr. Hogan here, and he is able to pass the prac- 
tical examination. I am lawyer enough to know that each sec- 
tion stands for itself. Now, ladies and gentlemen, I don't want 
want to take up your time; I simply want to call your attention to an- 
other thing. This man is registered because he has had experience 
in pharmacy. He can go anywhere in the state; he can open up a 
drug store right across the street from you; the Board cannot issue a 
certificate for any certain length of time or place; he can keep it as 
long as he renews it. Now then, Mr. Green has said, the members of 
the Board have a certain duty to perform. I admit that they have a 
duty to pejrf orm to the Board, in so much as the law requires it. The 
Board has only one duty, and that is to the members of this associa- 
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tion, and of the Board collectively. The Illinois Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation should tell the Board what it wants done, and I am satisfied 
that its president, and I also believe its special committee who sat up 
three hours last night with this proposition in view, giving it due con- 
sideration, are not, I think, so badly informed of this proposed change 
as to not in any manner represent the wishes of the druggists of the 
state. That some element or other may set itself up and antagonize 
the law, is a matter of fact, even should this element question our 
rights, which I do not believe they will do, simply because we have 
not got that element that we had five years ago; they have no reason to 
complain. They have not been robbed of $5,000 a year; there is no 
ill-feeling towards the Board. The Board stands high with the drug- 
gists of the state. There is no question about that. We do not feel 
that even the druggists or the public, or even the physicans can say 
that the conditions at present are not what they ought to be. A law 
is simply a certain condition. As soon as that condition changes, 
then the law must be changed, or the law does not meet the require- 
ments for which it is intended. I think that is law, and there is no 
doubt of it. Now, the conditions have vastly changed since this last 
change in the pharmacy law, and therefore, the conditions having been 
changed, you must change the law just the same as you have got to 
change the law and make the constitution of the United States in or- 
der to meet the variable conditions of the present times. 

Mr. Green — The last remark of Mr. Hallberg was almost the only 
one that bore sensibly on this subject. "Change the law." Until you 
do 'Change the law, the section which he read with such display of 
legal attainment, was in the beginning,, simply a reciting what class 
of people were entitled to registration; subsequently, why any person 
shall be entitled to be registered as a registered pharmacist within 
the meaning of this act. He shall be a licentiate in pharmacy. Now, 
section 4 says what a licentiate is. Section 4, "Licentiates in phar- 
macy must be persons not less than eighteen years of agef, who have 
had three years of practical experience in compounding drugs in 
drug stores where the prescriptions of medical practitioners are 
compounded, and have passed a satisfactory examination before the 
State Board of Pharmacy, hereinafter mentioned." Is not that plain? 
There are two conditions on which one may be registered. Section 2 
simply says that certificates shall be issued to those complying with 
these requirements and they shall be entitled to be registered. We 
have no right to require more than the legislature has told us to 
require, and this Board of Pharmacy was created by that statute, 
and we are to be guided by it. 

The conditions have gone on until possibly we need a higher 
standard. Now, the thing to do, is to change that section. If 
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this association wants to do the right thing, let them go to the legis- 
lature, next winter, and change that section, and not ask the board to 
violate it now. I will do all I can to get this thing done, provided it 
is the common desire, although I believe it will not be beneficial to 
that part of the state outside of the large cities, but until it is done, 
we will have to follow the law as it is. 

Before I take my seat, I desire to answer Mr. Hallberg with refer- 
ence to the case of Montrose W. Rankin, the young colored man who 
was registered under section 2. I remember the case very well. He 
had been in the employ of Bodeman & Conrad, at the corner of State 
and Jackson, a very prominent location in the city of Chicago, as you 
all know. His case was supported by letters and affidavits from prom- 
inent physicians in that neighborhood, also the solemn oaths of Mr. 
John Conrad, registered pharmacist, and Mr. Wm. Bodeman, regis- 
tered pharmacist, a prominent member of the association, and for 
years connected with one of the colleges of pharmacy; a man thor- 
oughly competent to judge of the qualifications of a drug clerk, and 
he swore that Rankin had been employed by him "seven years in com- 
pounding drugs and in filling prescriptions of medical practitioners, and 
that he believed him to be competent and qualified in every respect 
to perform the duties of a registered pharmacist, and recommended 
him as a proper person to be registered, as such, by the State Board 
of Pharmacists of Illinois;" and the Board had such confidence in the 
judgment and veracity of Messrs. Bodeman and Conrad that they 
registered Montrose W. Rankin, and I believe, in entire justice to him 
and his employers, for I understand he is still filling a responsible por 
sition, with perfect satisfaction. 

The Board is frequently imposed upon, but it is generally by regis- 
tered pharmacists making affidavits for applicants, because they have 
not the courage to decline, for business or other reasons. So, gentle- 
men, it is not the fault of the Board or section 2, if incompetents are 
registered, but it is your fault, who make tliese recommendations and 
affidavits not consistent with the facts. 

Mr. Hallberg — I have just one more suggestion to make. It 
seems to me that there is no doubt as to the meaning of any section 
in our law. The Board should do one of two things: It should either 
refer this question to a lawyer for legal opinion, or they should 
enforce the law according to their best judgment, and I believe, often 
according to the wishes of the State Association, they should take 
their chances as to whether or not their construction of the law was 
correct, and that is what I think the Board of Pharmacy should do in 
this case — take their chances of considering the law as they will 
according to the judgment of the association, if that can be obtained 
on this point.

The President — ^It may be improper for me to speak 
upon this subject. When I wrote my address I touched upon 
the matter in the hope of calling out such a general discus- 
sion as would light up the entire subject, and I would cer- 
tainly not have stepped upon the floor to explain the mean- 
ing of that portion of my address if such a general discussion 
had taken place. I want to say at the outset that I per- 
sonally do not care in the least whether this resolution is 
adopted or not. I am anxious, however, to have it fully un- 
derstood before it is voted upon. Let us consider the prac- 
tice of our Board of Pharmacy. Examinations are held 
from time to time, and the young men have to answer the 
series of questions bearing upon pharmacy aiyi the sciences 
which underlie the practice of our profession. The Board 
undertakes to ascertain whether the applicant has the rudi- 
ments of a scientific education. If the applicant fails to 
answer seventy-five per cent of the questions asked, he is 
rejected; and this is right and proper, for in every civilized 
country on the globe, it is conceded that no man can be a 
competent pharmacist if he is ignorant of chemistry and 
other sciences which are closely allied to our profession. 
After sternly rejecting the applicants who fail to answer 
seventy-five per cent of the questions asked in examination 
as being unfit to practice pharmacy in this state, the Board 
turns around and grants full registration to other appli- 
cants who are entirely devoid of scientific training. Is this 
right and just? Now, let me explain what I would have 
the Board do in the case of young men who apply for regis- 
tration under the experience clause. I would ask these 
young men to produce evidence that they have received 
some training at least in chemistry and other sciences. 
They need not necessarily have received such training in a 
college of pharmacy. They may have attended a high 
school, the university, or have studied science under their 
predecessor. If they can furnish evidence that they possess 
at least the rudiments of an education, such as I have out- 
lined, and have had five years experience in addition, I 
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would register them; but if it is found that they are en- 
tirely devoid of the knowledge of such sciences, I would 
reject them. Mr. Green states that the Board has no right 
to inquire into the competency of persons applying for reg- 
istration under section 2. Section 2 provides that, **Any 
person shall be entitled to be registered as a registered 
pharmacist who shall furnish satisfactory evidence to the 
State Board of Pharmacy that he has had five years prac- 
tical experience in compounding drugs in a drug store or 
pharmacy where the prescriptions of medical practitioners 
are compounded." 

This part of the law gives the Board a right to register 
any person, no matter how incompetent he may be, provid- 
ing he can show that he has compouvded drugs for five years. 
It is not necessary, even, for the applicant to have com- 
pounded a single prescription. The Board is not compelled 
to inquire into the character of the experience possessed by 
the applicant. If the applicant has mixed drugs in a vil- 
lage drug store where a dozen prescriptions are compounded 
annually, and has done this for five years, the Board may 
register him. if it chooses to do so. If you consider the next 
sentence of this section, however, you will see that the 
Board has not only the power to register incompetent men, 
but also to reiect them. Section 2 was drafted by men of 
policy, and they chose to give the Board the greatest dis- 
cretion. They gave them the power to register and to re- 
ject, as they saw fit. Let us read the next sentence of the 
section: **The said Board shall have the right to refuse 
registration to applicants whose examination or credentials 
are not satisfactory evidence — of what — of their experience? 
No, of their competency. ' ' If the Board chooses to consider 
the paper submitted by the applicant as insufficient evi- 
dence of his competency, it may compel him to furnish ad- 
ditional evidence. Now, I think that no person has sub- 
mitted sufficient evidence of his competency who has not 
proven that he is at least as good a man as the applicant 
who passes the examination of the Board. It is rank in- 
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justice to reject one person because he does not reach a 
certain standard, and to register another who is far below 
him. Gentlemen, let us understand the situation. We are 
barring" the front door of our house, we stand in front of it 
and refuse admission to those who fail to pass an examina- 
tion, but the back door we leave conveniently open for 
others who can come in without proof of competency, under 
the experience clause. I want it plainly understood that I 
have no thought whatever of censuring the Board. What- 
ever the Board has done heretofore hds been done with our 
knowledge and consent. If the present condition of things 
needs changing, the change* must start somewhere, and this 
is the time and the place to start it. I am satisfied that if 
we pass this resolution, the Board will honestly try to en- 
force it; and if the members find that the Board is not really 
vested with the powers which we think it has, they will 
come back here next year and tell us: **Gentlemen, we 
have tried to carry out the letter and spirit of your resolu- 
tion, and we find that the law does not permit us to do so." 
If the Board makes that report, this association will prob- 
ably go to the legislature and ask that body to give the 
Board such powers as it needs. Gentlemen, think of the in- 
justice of asking our young men to qualify themselves, by 
hard study, for severe examination, of rejecting a large 
proportion who fail to reach the required standard, and 
then compelling the successful ones to enter into compe- 
tition with others who have spent neither time nor money 
in fitting themselves for their profession. Let me tell you, 
gentlemen, that in the city of Chicago alone, there are more 
than one hundred druggists whose sales do not average ten 
dollars per day. Many of these have spent a great deal of 
time and money in qualifying themselves for the severe ex- 
aminations of the Board, and while the sheriff is closing up 
their stores from day to day, the Board is continuously reg" 
istering others who have made no sacrifices and are unfit to 
practice, and thus grants them the right to make compe- 
tition more destructive than it is. The records of the Board 
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show that the number of pharmacists authorized to open 
stores has been increased by six or seven hundred during 
ite past five years. Wait another five or ten years and 
competition will be a great tleal worse than it is at the 
present time. I trust, gentlemen, that you understand the 
resolution and its great importance. It does not ijiatter to 
me whether it is adopted at this meeting or not. I believe 
that what I said to you is true, and the adoption or the re- 
jection of this resolution will not make any change in this 
respect. 

Mr. Gre^in — I would like to ask a question. How long have you 
entertained those views? 

The President — I do not know. 

Mb. Green — You have always regarded this section as absurd, 
have you? 

The President — Well, I will say this, that as far as en- 
tering into the details of the thing, I have not done so 
previous to my becoming connected with the association in 
an official capacity. I considered myself in a certain way 
charged with the responsibility when I assumed the presi- 
dency. 

Mr. Green — I want to find out if you had entertained these views, 
and why it was that you did not make some effort to secure the amend, 
ment of the law when you were in the state senate? 

The President-t-I will say this, that I did not consider 
at that time just what bearing the section had. I will plead 
guilty by saying that as far as the powers of the Board are 
concerned, I have only given it much thought since I have 
been president of the association; at the same time, I believe 
that if I had seen this matter as I do now, I would have 
considered legislation thereon, in the first place, unneces- 
sary, and in the second place, inadvisable. As Mr. Green 
knows, I have aways taken the stand that if we attempted 
to amend the law, it might be amended in a very much 
more radical manner by the legislature. 
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Mb. GBsnsN—lfr. Ptvstdent and OenUemen: The Board of Pharmacy 
want your advice and that is all, but you must not forget the position 
that we hold toward the state of Illinois. I have said to you that was 
not the right construction of the law. I may be mistaken. This is 
the view of the Board of Pharmacy, and to do as you ask, we feel we 
would be violating the law, but if you want to have the matter looked 
into, why 4on't you instruct us to take legal advice on this question 
and not instruct us to go ahead and violate the law. If you want us 
to we will do so with pleasure, but I think it would be unwise indeed to 
adopt this committee report. We are bound to obey the law and can 
not obey the association when its wishes are contrary to the statute. 

Mb. Hallbebg— I think all the members of the committee are 
willing to amend the report that way. 

The President — I move to amend by adding: ''If a 
legal construction of the section by competent authority 
permits them to do so." 

Amendment adopted. 

The President — The next thing before this meeting is 
recommendation to organize a company of druggists for the 
purpose of manufacturing their own medicines. 

Mb. Gbeen — If I understand the situation, we go ahead with this 
report. 

The President — The committee reported that the re- 
port be referred to the colhmittee on trade interests. 

Motion adopted. 

The President — The next thing is the rejection of the 
plan for the formation of a central body composed of dele- 
gates from the said association. 

Adopted. 

Mr. Knoebel reads the balance of the recommendations 
of the committee. 

The President — You have heard the reading of that 
recommendation which says, that the special examinations 
now given by the Board of Pharmacy had better be aban- 
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donedin the near future. Are there any remarks? On mo- 
tion, recommendation adopted. 

On motion, the report of committee and recommendations 
as amended was concurred in. 

The President — Prof. Hallberg desires to make the re- 
port for the committee on U. S. Pharmacopoeia. 

To THE Members op the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

The undersigned committee on revision of the U.S. Pharmaccepia 
regard, as the most important consideration preliminary to the work 
of the next revision, the collection of prescription statistics. The com- 
mittee, therefore, solicit returns from members throughout the state 
on the kind and character of substances required in prescriptions and 
the particular forms of mixtures prescribed. The Illinois Pharma- 
ceutical Association, as the pioneer in this work, received much favor- 
able notice through the collective report made on over 100,000 pre- 
scriptions by Prof. A. E. Ebert, of Chicago, nearly ten years ago. It 
is hoped that members will respond from all sections of the state, so 
that the committee may present a report practically demonstrating 
what substances and preparations are prescribed throughout the state. 
To make such statistics of practical value it is necessary for the com- 
mittee to present them in tabulated form; this requires much labor, 
but which is greatly facilitated if the returns sent to the committee 
are in proper form. The following procedure is, therefore, recom- 
mended: 

1. The prescriptions must be taken, consecutively, from the files of 
1894 or 1895. No prescription should be excluded. 

2. The number required is 1,000 prescriptions; a greater number 
may be taken. 

3. Each item or Ingredient should be written on a separate piece 
of paper (a small powder paper.) 

The following are not desired: 

4. The common solvents, water or alcohol; diluents of powders, 
sugar, sugar of milk, Glycyrrhiza, Acacia, or Althea, or when these 
are used as exclpients in pills, or as emulsifying agents, lard, and sim- 
ple ointment, or cerate, need not be taken; but petrolatum, under the 
especial names it is prescribed, is desired for comparison. 

5. All proprietary articles are especially desired. 

6. The particular forms of the mixtures are of great Importance. 
A separate record should be made of each prescription as to whether 
it is a liquid mixture for internal use, or for external use, or pills, 
ointment, etc., according to the following classification : 
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A. Liquid mixtures or solutions, for internal use; total No. in 1,000, 

including those not classifiable under other numbers . .No.

The association was called to order at 10:30 o'clock a. 
m., President Thiele in the chair. 

The President — Gentlemen and Members of the Convention: 
I have the honor of introducing to you perhaps one of the 
oldest practicing pharmacists of the state, Mr. D. G. Plum- 
mer, of Bradford, who is not yet too old to be in the active 
service of pharmacy. 

Mr. Plummer — Ladies ,and Gentlemen: I thank you for the honor 
that you have shown me in recognizing me in this association, and I 
do not wish to take up your time, as the hour has been reached for 
opening up business. I take great interest in pharmacy, but it is now 
about time for me to retire. Again I thank you. 

The Secretary— Mr. President with your permission before com- 
mencing, I have a letter from the president and secretary of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association that I would like to read for 
the benefit of our members. 

The President read the letter from President Patch 
and Prof. Remington, of American Pharmaceutical Associ- 
^.tion. 
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The American Pharmaceutical Association was founded forty-two 
years ago, the first meeting being held in the city of Philadelphia 
on October 6, 1852. Its aim was to unite the educated and reputable 
pharmacists and druggists of America in securing such objects as 
would elevate pharmacy. By united action it has fully justified the 
designs of its founders; its roll contains the names of over 1,600 mem- 
bers, drawn from all parts of North America —some of the most dis- 
tinguished exponents of the art and science having been enrolled. Its 
annual proceedings, a volume of over one thousand pages, and con- 
taining a valuable report on the progress of pharmacy, is distributed 
to its members and to scientific societies and libraries in this country 
and abroad. Its objects appeal to no clique, section, or faction, but 
it is, in the broadest sense, a national body. It has, from the first, en- 
couraged and fostered state pharmaceutical associations, receiving 
delegates from these bodies and extending to them aid whenever such 
was sought. With the continued growth of pharmacy in this country, 
it has become of the utmost importance for all organized bodies to 
work in harmony, and it is earnestly hoped that the members of state 
associations should strengthen the parent body and in turn receive 
the benefits which this powerful organization can bestow, by becom- 
ing members of the National Association. This may be done by fill- 
ing out an application which can be obtained from the secretary and 
sending it to the chairman of the committee on membership, Mr. 
George W. Kennedy, Pottsville, Pennsylvania. 

The next meeting of the association will be held in the beautiful 
mountain district of Asheville, North Carolina, on September 3, 1894. 
Excellent accommodations have been secured, and the meeting prom- 
ises to be the most largely attended of any in its history.

I will state, for the benefit of any person who desires to 
go, that arrangements have been made for a $28 railroad 
fare for the round trip from Chicago to Asheville. This 
is an excellent opportunity for members of this associa- 
tion to visit the east if they want to, and I thought I 
would mention that in connection with the reading of the 
letter, so that if any of you contemplate going, you can take 
advantage of the $28 fare for round trip from this section of 
the country to North Carolina. 
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Mr. Strathman— I understand we have a number who are going 
from our association. 

Prop. Hallberg — There is one paper that I would suggest the au- 
thor of it read; it will take only five minutes. The other papers 
should be left in charge of the committee to edit and to tabulate. It 
would be too costly, I think, to publish them in full, but an abstract 
can be made of them. 

The President — Mr. Rudnick will read his paper on 
"Use of the Metric System in Prescription Writing. " 

In order to ascertain the extent to which the metric system is in 
vogue among the physicians in prescribing, inquiries were sent to 
pharmacists in all parts of the United States, and the responses give 
a fair idea of the extent to which the use of the system prevails. 

They show in most cases that metric prescriptions are written 
almost exclusively by physicians who have graduated abroad, and 
only in 'One instance was it stated that an American physician had 
written such a prescription, and the opinion ventured that he had 
copied the same from a drug or medicine journal and that it had been 
too much for him to transcribe it into the system with which he was 
familiar. 

A borough in Illinois, Albany, leads the list with a percentage of 
96.1. The large cities, if reports were taken, would show a gradual 
decrease from East to West, the system being less used in San Fran- 
cisco than in New York. 

In the following table the percentage in all large cities is the 
maximum, reports from these stating the use to be all the way from 
to the percentage stated in the table. One peculiar fact may deserve 
notice, and that is, that in Minneapolis and St. Paul the use of the 
system varies so widely; the maximum in Minneapolis being only one 
per cent as against twenty-two per cent in St. Paul. In the latter 
city the percentage in one store may exceed fifty but as no accurate 
figure was stated by the correspondent (a fair one, by the way) it was 
not incorporated in the table. The number of prescriptions examined 
was 122,<X)0; the number of metric prescriptions found was 6,388; the 
percentage being 5.21.

working members, and socially, a gentleman. (Applause.) Motion 
adopted.

On motion of Mr. Luthringer the election of Mr. Arnold was 
made unanimous. 

Mr. Sawyer moves that Mr. Geo. P. Luthringer be 
elected as second vice-president by acclamation. Mr. 
Strathman seconded the motion. The motion carried and 
Mr. Luthringer was declared elected second vice-president. 

Mr. Pisher, of Peoria, nominated Mr. Elmer E. Day, of 
Elgin, by acclamation to be elected third vice-president. 
Motion carried, and Mr. Day was declared elected third 
vice-president. 

Mr. Pry nominated Dr. H. Lee Hatch, of Jacksonville, 
as treasurer, which was seconded by Mr. Schmidt, and 
elected by acclamation. 

The President — The secretary is next in order. 
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Mr. Fleury — Mr, President and Members of this AssodaMon: I thank 
you very kindly for the honor you have conferred upon me in electing 
me in the past and nominating me again, but I most respectfully ask 
to be excused. The duties of the office are such that I would ask to 
be relieved from further performance, if the association will do so. I 
wish to have my name withdrawn. 

Dr. Hatch— I move that the excuse not be accepted* 

The President — I desire to say that during my term of 
office I have experienced that the office of secretary of this 
association is no easy position. I believe that as soon as 
this association is upon a better financial basis, a salary 
could be paid to the gentleman who occupies this position, 
and I think that the secretary of this association should be 
allowed a sum to partially pay him for the hard labor per- 
formed by him during the past year. I will now say for the 
benefit of the gentlemen who are present here to-day, that 
in case I am not at the next meeting of this association, 
I hope some one will see to it that the gentleman who is 
to-day elected secretary of the association is amply paid for 
the very hard duties which he will have to perform during 
the coming year. 

The President — Mr. Fleury has been nominated for the 
office of secretary. 

Mr, Hallberg— I am not in favor of having Mr. Fleury secretary 
of this association. Mr. Fleury has got his hands full as the secretary 
of the State Board of Pharmacy. When the work should be done for 
the State Association, usually work that must be performed before the 
Board of Pharmacy interferes and the work of the State Association 
goes by default. The report that he made that the committees did 
not report and had been properly notified — there is no discussing 
the fact that Mr. Fleury, through the amount of work absolutely 
demanded by the State Board of Pharmacy from him, has not been 
able to perform the duties of the State Association, arid for that 
reason I am certainly opposed to having him the secretary of the 
State Association. Now the members of this association know that 
this point is well taken and that we will be able to find some man who 
will take that place and do it justice, that means send notices to the 
committees, write them until you hear from them one way or the 
other, and then call upon the members, increase the membership; we 
have got to have at least 700. I hope that there is somebody who will 
be able to fill this position and do it justice. 
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Dr. Hatch — Mr. President: In justification to Mr. Fleury, I think 
it must be the committees' fault if they did not get their notices. I 
got my notice and made my repiort, and if the committees did not 
make their reports, it is their own fault, and not of the secretary. 
The trouble is, you write to these people and they pay no attention to 
it at all. 

Mr. E^eury — Mr, President, and ChnUemen of tMs Assodatuyii: I 
regret exceedingly that my predecessor in office should get up in 
this association and find fault; that after all the hard work I have 
done — without any pay for the past year — to say that I have not done 
my duty. I got up stationery and sent to every member in the state 
x)f Illinois with which to conduct their correspondence, and that was 
done promptly; and I do object to have it said that I have not done 
my duty. A few months ago I addressed a letter to each chairman of 
the committee and asked him to get his report ready, and each chair- 
man of the committee will bear me out in that. I have notified every 
member of the committee promptly. I have had a great deal of work 
this year, and I think the president will say that I have conducted it 
fairly. I do not think it fair for Mr. Hallberg to get up and say this 
when he ought to, and does know, how much there is to do, and the 
difficulties that attended the administration of the office in the past, 
with no money to do it with. I am very much obliged to you, gentle- 
men, but I don't want to be misrepresented after having done my 
duty. 

Mr. Ramsey, from Fairbury— I move that Mr. Fleury be elected 
secretary of this association by acclamation. Motion carried. 

Mr. Fleury — Mr, President, and Qentlemen: I thank you. I stated 
when I was elected secretary last year, that I would endeavor to 
please all, and would do the work without pay. If I am to be secre- 
tary this year, as it seems I shall have to act, I will do just as I have 
done before. I don't ask any pay from the association. I shall serve 
as secretary at the unanimous request (with one exception), and do 
it without any pay from the association. I do not want anything 
voted tp me at the end of the year. I want the funds of this associ- 
ation to pay all expenses promptly and fairly. I want to thank you 
again. 

The President — The next thing in order is the instal- 
lation of officers. I take great pleasure in introducing to 
you my successor, Mr. Lueder, of Peoria. (Applause.) 

Mr. Lueder— I feel honored that you have bestowed upon me the 
office of president, but I feel very sorry for the I. P. A., and I do not 
know what I have done to deserve this. I have been in sympathy with 
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the organization, but I have never been connected with the inside 
workings of it, and I think you might have made a better choice. 
Nevertheless, I shall endeavor to do what I can, and with the assist- 
ance of our worthy secretary, Mr. Pleury, I will try and do the organ- 
ization justice. (Applause.) 

The President — Introducing Mr. Arnold, first vice- 
president; Mr. Luthringer, second vice-president; Mr. Day, 
third vice-president; and Mr. Hatch, treasurer. (Applause.) 

Prof. Hallberg — Mr, Chairman: With all due consideration to 
the officers that we have had at preceding meetings, I think that the 
present elected officers are the finest looking. 

The Secretary— The present secretary is undoubtedly a better 
looking man than his predecessor was. 

On motion of the president, the executive committee are 
authorized to provide a place for the next meeting. The 
gentlemen present are asked to advise with the executive 
committee in reference to the time and place of the next 
meeting. 

The Secretary — I desire to say that the executive committee 
last year adopted the plan of having a council of admistration — five 
members of the committe, the president and secretary, seven in all. 
At the suggestion of Dr. Hatch, this council of administration was ap- 
pointed. I move that the executive committee be appointed by the 
president — one from each congressional district in the state, and that 
executive committee then can adopt such plans as they see fit to run 
their business. Motion adopted. 

Mr. Kavanaugh, of Peoria, offered the following: 

Whereas, The statutes of Illinois provides that a pharmacy must 
be in charge of a registered pharmacist at all times, and, 

Whereas, A great part of the retail drug stores will not justify 
the employment of more than one registered pharmacist, and, 

Whereas, Section 4 of Chapter 78 of the revised statutes of Illi- 
nois req^uires registered pharmacists to act as jurors, and. 

Whereas, By serving as jurors, it compells the greater part of 
pharmacists to either violate the laws or close their stores, part of 
the time, therefore, be it 

Beaolved, That the I. P. A. use every endeavor to have Section 4 of 
Chapter 78 of the revised statutes of Illinois amended so as to exempt 
registered pharmacists from jury duty. Resolution adopted. 
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The President — Gentlemen, have you any further busi- 
ness to transact? If not, adjournment will be in order. 

On motion of Mr. Zimmermann, the association adjourned 
sine die, \

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W. W. Marmon, the first president of the Illinois Pharma- 
ceutical Association, died at Bloomington, November 26, 1893. 
He was bom at Milton, Indiana, December 7, 1832. When he 
was seven years old his father died, and at the age of sixteen he 
came to Bloomington, Illinois, and began his apprenticeship in 
the store of Paist & Luce, druggists, which later became Paist 
& Marmon, and finally W. W. Marmon. He was in .the drug 
business in exactly the same place for forty-three years with- 
out intermission, and was therefore familiar with the business 
in all its countless details. During this period of forty-three 
years he watched the development and growth of pharmacy 
and chemistry as a science from the most primitive condition of 
that early day, to the perfection and elegance of the present 
hour. He was ever ready to lend a hand toward the elevation 
of his chosen calling, but his memory of the hardships of earlier 
days inclined him perhaps to an ultra practical view on all mat- 
ters of pharmical regulation. He was one of the prime movers 
in the development of this association, as well as the present 
pharmacy law, always taking a lively interest in the delibera- 
tions of the one and the workings of the other, so that his acts and 
influence helped to make much of the pharmical history of 
the last decade in Illinois. Mr. Marmon was a man of strict 
integrity; he was kind-hearted and genial to a fault. He en- 
joyed the confidence and esteem of the entire community in 
which he lived, and his death was a matter of public regret. 
By his most intimate friends were his greatest merits recognized, 
and his counsel was always valuable because it was sincere and 
well consii^ered. H. H. Green. 
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H. W. C. MARTIN. 

The pharmical world was startled to learn of the death of 
one of Chicago's best known pharmacists, Hugo W. C. Martin, 
which occurred April 29 last. Although not in the best of health 
for several years, his almost sudden demise in the prime of life 
was a great surprise to his many friends, and caused widespread 
regret among his many acquaintances. 

Hugo William Conrad Martin was born at Fond du Lac, Wis- 
consin, of German parents, in 1853, who had emigrated to Amer- 
ica from Saxony some years previously and settled in Wisconsin. 
After ha.ving obtained a classical education, he entered the drug 
store of J. C. Huber in 1869, then a pioneer in the collection and 
preparation of drugs indigenous to the lake region of Wisconsin, 
of which Fond du Lac was the metropolis. During the summer 
months weekly excursions were made by the young men of the 
store, who collected quantities of the different snake roots, 
senega, golden seal, and most of the common American drugs 
found there at that time growing in great profusion in the wil- 
derness. These excursions awakened in young Martin a great 
love for botany, in which he maintained an interest to the last. 
The preservation, drying, and powdering of the drugs was car- 
ried on at that time in a very crude manner, but afforded him 
great opportunities for study, and stimulated his mechanical in. 
genuity in effecting many improvements. In 1873 he came to 
Chicago to attend college, as in those early days every young 
druggist in the northwest who had enjoyed the advantages of 
thorough preliminary training, did not feel satisfied without 
completing his education by going to the Chicago College of 
Pharmacy, some even going further, and finishing at Philadel- 
phia, Here he worked in several pharmacies — Schreiber's, 
Weinberger's, and, finally, in that of James W. Mill, at that 
time professor pf pharmacy in the Chicago College. Graduating 
in 1875, he assumed charge of the German pharmacy of Otto 
Peuser, comer of Fifth avenue and Madison street, until he 
opened a pharmacy on his own account, in 1879, on the corner of 
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Milwaukee avenue and Noble street. About one year there- 
after he removed to 358 State, near the comer of Harrison street, 
where he remained fourteen years, until his death. 

Mr. Martin was one of the organizers of the first drug clerks' 
association, which flourished in this city fifteen to twenty years 
ago. Upon graduation he became a member of the Chicago Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, and remained one of its active supporters 
until his death. He served two terms as trustee, resigning in 
1892 to accept the directorship of the dispensing laboratory, 
the last exercise in which he had just finished when he was 
seized with the fatal illness. He joined the Illinois Pharma- 
ceutical Association in 1882, and became one of its most active 
members, serving on many committees, and being elected sec- 
retary at the Quincy meeting in 1889. To this association he 
contributed many papers, always of a practical character and 
of sufficient value to be reprinted abroad. He became a mem- 
ber of the American Pharmaceutical Association at the Kansas 
City meeting, in 1881, and although prevented from regular at- 
tendance, was much interested jn its proceedings. At the 
White Mountains meeting, in 1892, he was selected a member 
of the committee on arrangements for the World's Fair meet- 
ing. 

Of a kind and social disposition, Hugo W. C. Martin was al- 
ways at the front on questions affecting the welfare of the 
craft as well as the profession. In 1885 he was one of "the com- 
mittee of ten," through who&e efforts the projected $25-city- 
liquor-license was defeated. He was one of the most aggressive 
enemies of the telephone monopoly, for several years devoting 
a large share of his time to shake off the corporation's hold on 
the local druggists. While not enthusiastic on the cut-rate 
problem, he organized the city for the Interstate League, and 
did more than his share in stemming the cut-rate flood on the 
south side by holding it at Harrison street, although surrounded 
by cutters. 

He was married in 1878 to Lena Amelia Kirchner, who, with 
two children, aged eight and ten years, respectively, survive 
him. He was buried. May 2, with Masonic rites, in the presence 
of a large number of druggists, members of the Chicago College 
of Pharmacy, its faculty, alumni, and students. 

His was a striking, active career, a life of usefulness and of 
devotion to his fellows, his family, and his convictions of right.

ALBERT MOOTZ. 

The succesB as well as the moral and financial standing of a 
community is largely due to the integrity, conscientiousness, 
and activity of its business members. 

But, when through sudden death, one of such members is re- 
moved, the community receives a sudden shock; such was the 
case with East St, Louis, when on April 7, 1894, the death of 
Albert Mootz was announced. 

Albert Mootz was bom in Germany, at Hoheneggelsen, 
Hanover, on the 20th day of December, 1844. He began his 
pharmaceutical studies when but a boy of sixteen years, re- 
maining in his native country until 1874, when he emigrated to 
America, arriving in this country during the month of August; 
locating at Greenville, Miss., he remained there until 1876, when 
he selected East St. Louis as his choice for embarking in the 
drug business for himself, and, in 1877 he opened a neat, yet 
small store, but by giving his business his entire personal atten- 
tion soon built up so good a trade that in 1882 he erected his own 
building at the present location, 326-328 Missouri Avenue, and 
with a larger store, more elaborate fixtures, and a complete 
stock his trade grew accordingly. 

Mr. Mootz was of a genial disposition, and as a natural con- 
sequence, had numerous friends. Always ready and eager to 
assist both morally and financially in any undertaking for the 
purification and advancement of pharmacy as a profession. 

By his death the community lost a good and useful member 
and an upright, humane, and thorough druggist. He leayes a 
wife and two children. Thos. Knoebel.
